WATCHMAN USES HIS GUN 
AND HARD BATTLE ENSUES 


Four Members of the Assaulting 
Parfy Are Wounded—The Im- 
ported Workmen Are Tied 
Together and Driven~ 
Out of Town. 


Columbia, S. C., June 23.—(Special.)—The 
first blood shed ‘n a strike riot in South 
Carolina was spilled this morning at 4 
o'clock in the Southern railway shops in 
this city. These are large shops and 
the strikers here have made strong ef- 
forts to keep them idle. Information got 
out yesterday that there were forty men 
at work in the shops despite the many 
brougiit from distant points who had been 
induced to desert the company. 

Several days ago Superintendent Welles 
applied to the mayor for policemen to 
protect the company’s property, but this 
was refused as the mayor declared there 
. was no danger. One policeman is on that 
beat. Just before daylight this morning 
about one hundred and twenty-five men, 
with faces blacked or wearing black 
masks, atcacked the north fence of the 
yards, which comprise twerty acres, 
quickly made a break and marched in. 
There were forty-two men in the yards, 
sleeping in two cars. One of the cars 
was, during the night, switched to a re- 
mote corner and escaped detection. The 
strikers advanced on the other car in 
which twenty men were Sleep. 


There was one guard, a man named 
Myers, at this car. He saw the column 
silently advancing and ordered the mask- 
/ ‘ed mob to halt aw state their bust- 
ness. A spokesman said that they had 
come to release men being held against 
their will... 

Twice the guard ordered a halt, and 
when the leaders were within thirty 
yards, fired both barrels of a shotgun into 
the midst of the mob. At the same mo- 
ment a pistol ball struck Myers in the 
temple, but glanced around the bone. 
He got behind cover and used his revol- 
ver. 

The estrikers attacked the car. They 
ealled on the men within to come out. 
There was no response and the rioters 
opened fire. The car looks as if it had 
run the gamut of Boer sharpshooters. 
There are two hundred bullet holes in 
it. The occupants escaped by throwing 
themselves on the floor. Finally all crawl- 
ed out and were tied up by the strikers, 
who marched them north up the South- 
eri tracks for two miles, beating every 
one along the way with sticks and pistol 
barrels. The non-unionists were all bad- 
ly cut up. 

Policemen Could Only Beg. 

The policemen begged the strikers to be 
merciful. Two hours later an engine, with 
the master mechanic and yard master, 
proceeded up the road and between the 
three and seven mile posts, picked up 
nineteen of the beaten men. Only one 
refused to come back. A half hour after 
the attack two physicians received hurry 
ealls. They reported, attending four 
men wounded in thigh, abdomen and 
head. If they knew the names of the 
wounded men they will not give them. 
On applicaticn, Mayor Earle detailed a 
squad of policemen to guard the shop. 
They are now on duty. He would not 
allow them within the yards. It is be- 
lieved at least half a dozen strikers were 
woutided by Guard Myers. 


LIVES LOST NEAR PITTSBURG. 


‘Three Drowned During Storm and 
One Killed by Electric Wire. 
“Pittsburg. Pa., June 23.—The storm and 
flood which broke over Allegheny county 
on Saturday afternoon besides causing 
much damage in every part of the county 
is known to have caused at least four 
deaths besides bringing injury to others. 

Killed: 

CHARES BITTNER, farmer, Spring 
Garden borough, dfowned in Spring Gar- 
den run.

drowned in a sewer at Center and Euclid 
avenues. 

JAMES P. DUNN, aged twelve years, 
of 158 Camp avenue, Braddock, drowned 
in two feet of water at Rankin. 

CONRAD HART, aged twelve years, 
of Duquesne, killed by a live wire on 
the viaduct of the Monongahela Traction 
Company. 

The Turtle Creek district was again 
visited by a heavy fain storm today and 
the conditions of yesterday were dupli- 
cated with even more destruction. Dam- 
age to the town and valley amounting to 
thousands of dollars was done. At East 
Pittsburg the Westinghouse plant, which 
extends for nearly a mile parallel with 
the hill, was submerged again today with 
six feet of water on the lower floor, which 
left three feet of mud when it receded.

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DETAILS OF THE FLOOD 
ARE HARD TO OBTAIN 


Bluefield, W. Va.. June 23.—(Special.)— 
Details of the great Pocahontas coal field 
flood are hard to obtain owing to the in- 
accessibility of the mining district where 
the fury and havoc of the angry waters 
caused the most appalling loss of life and 
property. 

At Keystone the water began to rise at 
9 o’clock Sunday morning and by il 
o'clock the flood had spent its fury and 
at least two-thirds of the little city had 
been washed away or demolished. 

It is known that sixteen residents of 
the north side lost their lives, and at 
least fifty of those living on the south 
or lower side were drowned. 

At Burke, a suburb of Keystone, a num- 
ber are missing and eight are reported as 
dead. 

It is now certain that the total list of 
the dead from one end of the Elkhorn 
valley to the other will reach two hun- 
dred. A full list of the names of the vic- 
tims cannot be ascertained at this time. 
Hundreds are missing, having taken ref- 
uge in the mountains to escape the fury 
of the flood. ,The ist of the dead so far 
received and identified are:

At least three hundred mine mules were 
drowned, and at least twenty-five could 
be seen swimming about in the flood and 
making an unusual fight for life. 

But Httle damage is done to mines prop- 
er, as the drift mouths were high up 
the mountain sides. Several hundred are 
reported flooded, but it is impossible to 
ascertain extent of damage, . 

Camping in the Mountains, 

On the North Fork branch of the Nor- 
folk-and Western. which is five and one- 
half miles long, there was no loss of life 
as far ks known, but hundreds were ren- 
dered homeless and are tonight camping 
in the mountains. The damage to prop- 
erty on this branch is very heavy, only 
one of the ten collieries located on this 
‘branch escaping, the Ashland, it be'ng 
located at the head of the stream. 

The McDowell Coal Company lost 
twelve residences. The Roanoke Compa- 
ny lost three boiler houses, and the one 
hundred ‘horsepower boilers were swept 
four miles down the stream. 

The Louisville Company’s storehouse is 
a wreck and the stock of goods a total 
loss. 

At Rolfe a large number of miners’ 
houses were swept away, as well as the 
handsome residence of the company’s 
physician. Twenty-five houses are jam- 
med together in one complete mass of 
broken timbers and debris. 

At the Gilliam Company’s colliery the 
powder house and fourteen houses are de- 
molished. 

At Indian Ridge the company store was 
considerably damaged and the stock lost. 
The house of Captain Botsford, the man- 
ager, is wrecked; also the North Fork 
track is nearly all washed away, all the 
trestles being gone except one. 

In the Elkhorn valley it is estimated 
that the loss to the railroad and coal in- 
terests will reach into millions. Out of 
twelve miles of main double track only 
one mile remains and all the bridges are 
gone. Some of them were of the heaviest 
masonry and iron, but they could not 
resist the force of the flood. 

The Cozer Company, one of the largest 
im operation, lost a thousand ‘horsepower 
electric plant and many buildings and 
coke ovens.. Their loss is said to be $50,- 
000. The Houston Company is damaged 
some $20,000. The Tierney interest, con- 
sisting of four collieries, will lose $75,000. 

There are over twenty collieries whose 
damage is great, many miles of their 
tracks leading to ovens and mines being 
gone. In some instances mine locomo- 
tives and cars have been swept for miles 
down the stream. 

Fifteen hundred laborers have been 
rushed to the scene to work on repairs, 
and it is expected that telegraphic com- 
munication will be established by tomor- 
row afternoon. 

Later advices from the Clinch valley 
division confirm the reported drowning of 
ten persons. A family named Hook living 
near the river at Rounding Mill were all

PASSENGERS TAKEN FROM 
CARS THROUGH WINDOWS 


Bluefield, W. Va., June 2.—At Land- 
graf, the beatrtiful home of General Man- 
ager Ord, is reported gone, but his fam- 
ily is said to be safe. Passenger train 
No. 4 of the Norfolk and, Western rail- 
way reached Vivian yard, the western 
terminus of the coal field, about 8:30 a. 
m., met the flood and was unable to pro- 
ceed farther. The waters reached such a 
depth that the coaches had to be aban- 
doned, the passengers being rescued by 
means of ropes strung from the windows 
of coaches to the tops of remaining coke 
ovens some distance away. Between E|lk 
Horn and Vivian yard, a distance of ten 
miles, 100 cars are said to be washed 
away from the tracks and many of them 
carried down the streams. 

A rough estimate places the number of 
bridges washed away between Bluefield 
and Vivian yard, a distance of twenty- 
eight mils, at from fifteen to twenty, and 


‘from present indications it will be im- 


possible to get trains through to Vivian 
and points west of there under a week 
or ten days. 


This will render it impossible to 


get relief into the stricken district, 
and with those who escaped with 
their lives, homeless and without 
food, indescribable suffering is inev- 


itable. 

On the Clinch Valley branch of the 
Norfolk and Western railway, between 
this city and Norton, Va., communica- 
tion is entirely cut off west of Tazewell, 
Va. Reports come from that .point of 
great loss of life and property throughout 
the entire section. . 

In Shakerag, a negro settlement on the 
outskirts of Tazewell, the water stands to 
a depth of six or eight feet in the street 
and houses, all of the occupants having 
been removed to points of safety by 


means of a boat. 

Three miles west of Tazewell, on the 
Higginbotham farm, the home of Paris 
Van Dyke, a farm house was swept 
away, carrying with it Mrsé/Van Dyke 
and four children, two of tue Van Dyke 
children, John, aged seventeen, and 
Charles, aged five, being drowned. Mrs. 
Van Dyke with the two remaining chil- 
dren, Edgar and Laura, were found at 9 
o’clock this morning in a dying. condi- 
tion one mile from where the home stood 
by Mr. Van Dyke, who was absent from 
home at the time of the cloudburst. While 
the rescuing party was searching for the 
Van Dyke family they found the body of 
a white woman, well clad, floating down 
Plum creek. No one thus fa¥ has been 
able to identify her and it is supposed 
the body had washed down for som dis- 
tance. 

A& report comes from Wittens mill, a 
gmall station between Bluefield and Taze- 
well, that three children, Christian names 
unknown, belonging to Raleigh Brush, 
were drowned yesterday morning. 

There igs no telegraph station at Wittens 
mill and it is impossible to ascertain par- 
ticulars. The railroad and telegraph com- 
panies are working between 1,000 and 1,500 
men @ay and night. Officials are on the 
ground pushing the work of constructing 
telegraph lines and rebuilding the road 
and hope to be able to communicate with 
the storm swept districts by noon: Mon-

SOME OF THE INCIDENTS 


OF THE GREAT FLOOD | 


Bluefield, W. Va. June 23.—(Special.)—A 
pathetic story is told of a Hungarian fatn- 
ily at Keystone. The father was at worx 
in the mines, and when the alarm was 
given did not reach the drift mouth until 
the town was partially inundated. He 
made his: way to his cabin that served as 
his home, where his wife and bebe were 
lying helpless. He tried to rescue both, 
and. after a fierce battle with the flood, 
which was filled with logs and debris, he 
reached a piace of safety. only to discover 
that both were dead. 

At Elkhorn the lewer floors of all the 
houses were overflowed and the families 
took refuge in the _ second _ stories, 
from which they were rescued af- 
ter great difficulty. The flood came with- 
out warning, and so sudden that in the 


Pmad rush to escape families were sepa- 


rated and children lost, and this, added 
to the general excitement, made it im- 
possible to accurately estimate the loss 
of life. 

Bodies ere being rescued many miles 
down the stream, where they were wash- 
ed ashore. 

When it is ccnsidered that the Elkhorn 
river is so small that it barely furnishes 
enough water to flush the coke oven when 
in its normal condition, some idea of the 
extent of the downpour of rain can be 
formed. 

The railroad company now estimates 
the damage to tleir tracks between this 
city and Vivian at over One and on>2-half 
million dollars. There is at least a hun- 
dred miles of track bordering Tug river 
that it is impossible to hear from. 

Communication has been established as 
far west as Ennis, this bejng through 
about one-fourth of the stricken district. 
Farther than that not even a man can 
walk, and what meager information has 
been received has been secured by cir- 
cuitous routes. across the mountains, 
where there js not even a bridle path. 

Latest report says that the lower end 
of the ccalfield between Vivian and Gray 
suffered sevmely, fully a million dollars 
damage being done to coal and lumber 
ir teres ts. 

It will be a week before communication 
is established. : 

Three davgrters of Coal Inspector Dins- 
more are reported drowned at Keyst)ne. 
They were alone in their father’s resi- 
dence when the flood came, and all trace 
of them is lIcst. 

The Pocahontas Company, coke factors, 
lost $30,000 worth of coke in cars and in 
coke yerds. 

At least one hundred freight cars stand- 
ing on sidings collapsed, rolled into the 
flood end are destroyed. Freight trains 
in transit were overtaken by the flood 
end some cars washed from the tracks. 

The scene along the Elkhorn valley beé- 
gars description, and the damage and loss 
of life cannot be correctly ascertained for 
several days. 

Relief movements have started in this 
city, and telegrams are being received 
from other cities cffering aid.

Many miles of the Norfolk and Western railroad track, bridges and telegraph lines are 
entirely destroyed and communication is entirely cut off west of Elkhorn, so that it is impossi- 
ble to learn the full extent of the loss of life and property, but officials of the coal operations lo- 
cated in the stricken district have sent out messengers to Elkhorn, the terminus of both tele- 
graphic and railroad communication, and have received a report that a conservative estimate as 
to the loss of life will easily reach two hundred. Some of the drowned are among the most prom- 


The Pocahontas coal field is located in a basin with high mountain ranges on either side. 
Elkhorn creek flows through the center of the basin, which ranges from one-fourth fo one mile 
From Ennis, W. Va., to Vivian Yard, W. Va., a distance of ten miles, miners’ cabins, 
Elkhorn creek, being fed by numer- 
ous small streams coming from the mountain sides, rises very rapidly and this waterspout came 
so suddenly that the entire basin between the two mountain ranges was flooded, and before the 
terror stricken people realized what was upon them they were carried down by the flood, which 


KEYSTONE WIPED OUT; 
TWO HUNDRED PERISH 


Roanoke, Va., June 23.—Great excite- 
ment and anxiety were created here to- 
day when it was reported that an awful 
flood and cloudburst had swent over the 
Elkhorn coal region in West Virginta. 
This territory is near the Virginia line 
and is about 125 miles west of Roanoke 
and some twenty-five miles west of 
Bluefield, W. Va. The region visited by 
the flood is said to be devastated and the 
Pocahontas coal fields are reported to be 
in ruins. 

More than thirty miles of the tracks 
of the’ Norfolk and Western railroad is 
gone and reports are still coming into 
the general offices of this system in this 
city of washouts on the various sections 
of lines in tha flooded districts. One of 
the breaks in the track will require at 
least a thousand laborers and _ several 
days’ work to repair. The railroad vards 
at Vivian, a small town in West Virginia, 
were completély destroved, and it is re- 
ported most of the town was washed 
away. 

North Fork Junction and a few other 
smaller towns suffered greatly. 

Saturday night is pay night in the coal 
fields and it is supposed that the coal 
miners had flocked into the towns in the 
district to do their trading, and there 
is no telling how many of them were 
caught in the flood and drowned, It Is 
stated that the greatest damage so far 
as known is at Keystone, W. Va., one 
mile from North Fork and thirty miles 
west of Bluefield. From the meager re- 
ports describing the force of the storm 
at Keystone, it would appear that the 
damage rivals that of Johnstown and is 
equal to the Galveston horror. There is 
no telegranhic communication west of 
Bluefield, as the telegraph Hines were 
swept away along with the raltlroad 
tracks. 

It is said by the telegraph officials 
that the lfnes are useless between Ke- 
nova, W. Va., and Bluefield, a distance of 
200 miles. It may be several days before 
the telegraph lines will be restored suf- 
ficiently between these two points to ob 
tain a full report of damage done in tha? 
territory. 

It is stated, however, that every 
building in the town cf Keystone 
was demolished or carried away by-

The normal population of Keystone Is 
two thousand, and as last night was 
Saturday night, there is no telling how 
many miners had gone into the town to 
swell its population. It is estimated that 
200 lives were lost at Keystone alone. The 
flood seems to have extended over a vagt 
area of mountain country and the hun- 
dreds of mountain streams becoming 
swollen only served to swell the Elkhorn 
river until it overftowed and carried de- 
struction in its wake. Ratlroad ties and 
tracks, small buildings of all descriptions, 
trees, telegraph poles, huge bowlders and 
every imaginable movable thing that 
came within the sweep of this mighty 
torrent of maddened waters wert down 
the mountainous district in a seething, 
roaring mass of debris. 

Dead bodies could be seen floating along 
the valley: by those who had gained a 
place of safety in the high hills. All day 
Saturday the rain fell in sheets and it 
is evident that if it did not cease there 
would be a flood and great destruction

| WHAT FINK SAYS ABOUT 


IN WEST VIRGINIA 


IKILLED THE WOMAN 
THEN SLEW HIMSELF

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LOSS OF ROAD BY STORM 


New York, June 23—Henry Fink, presi- 
dent of the Norfolk and Western Raltlway 
Company, was seen at his hotel tonight 
in reference to the West Virginia dis- 
aster. Mr. Fink was in receipt of a dis- 
patch from General Manager L. E. John- 
son, of the system. Mr. Johnson’s head- 
quarters are in Roanoke, Va., from which 
place he telegraphed. He said that the 
loss of life was reported to be very large 
and that it was estimated that about 200 
persons had perished. The damage to 
Norfolk and Western property, he stated, 
was to rails and bridges on the Bluestone 
and North Fork branches. Mr. Fink said: 

“The amount of money loss cannot 
at present be estimated. As to the loss 
of life, the country is not very thickly 
settled around there and I cannot but be- 
lieve that it has been exaggerated. It is 
in the coal regtans and the people are 
principally miners. The flood must have 
been due to a cloudburst, as the dispatch 
from Mr. Johnson states that the damage 
to our property is on the Bluestone and 
North Fork branches, one of which is 
east and the other west of the Flat Top 
mountains.” 
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TENTS FOR THEH HOMELESS. 


State Authorities of West Virginia 
Aiding the Unfortunates. 

Charleston, W. Va., June 23.—Midnight. 
Tonight Secretary of State Dawson, in 
the absence of Governor White, sent a 
message to Colonel J. C. Hewitt at 
Bramwell to take full charge of the sit- 
uation and to wire the governor his needs. 
The company of national guard at Bram- 
well was ordered out to assist In guard- 
ing the property and more troops will be 
sent as soon as ft is possible to get them 
there. A supply of tents at Bramwell 
was ordered to be giyen out to the suffer- 
ing and as soon as a relfef train can be 
sent over the Norfolk and Western rail- 


. road more tents will be sent from Hunt- 


If the road cannot 
be ready for use by ‘tomorrow noon a re- 
lief train of wagons will be sent, 


HAVOC BY WIND AT LINCOLN. 


Tornado Strikes the Illinois City and 
Does Great Damage. 

TincoIn, Neb., June 23.—This city and 
vicinity was visited last night by a de- 
structive torrado, which did $100,000 dam- 
age. The storm came from the southwest, 
and its path was one and one-half miles 
wide by twelve miles long. The LAncola 
mattress factory was elmost totallv de- 
stroved, while severe damage was done to 
the Illinois asylum for feeble-minded chil- 
dren, Illinois Odd Fellows’ orphan honé, 
Iéncoln college, the roller flour mills and 
the county poor farm. Several stores 
were unrcofed, houses were wrecked ani 
theusands of trees torn up. An elevator 
at Middletown was destroyed and several 
stores damaged. Reports of damage by 
ihe storm came from rural districts. At 
Ekkhart freight cars were blown from 
the track. Great damage was done to 
wheat, corn and oats. 
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clean sweep of the valley for miles 
around. 

Shortly after midnight Saturday night It 
seemed as if the heavens had opened 
their flood gates over the town of Vivian, 
W. Va. Here a passenger train was 
caught in the flood and the lives of the 
frightened passengers were saved by the 
use of ropes which were quickly thrown 
over from the coke ovens which skirt the 
railroad yards at Vivian. The passen- 
gers were glad to catch the ropes and 
willing hands dragged them from the 
submerging train and over the oven bar- 
ricades to a point of safety. Oving to the 
fact that the telegraph lines had been 
prostrated by the storm, the Norfolk and 
Western officials detailed messengers by 
foot to: cover the territory as best they 
could, they returning in a short time 


with reports of the terrible destruction 
which had been done in their respective 
territory. One of these messengers, in 
walking over the devastated district, 
came back and reported having seen 
thirty-eight dead bodies. There are sun- 
posed to be many who will never be ac- 
counted for. 

The loss of life will probably 
reach 500 or 600, and possibly this 
number 1 be swelled when fuller 
details are obtainable. 

The Norfolk and Wesern railroad offi- 
cials in this city admit that at least: 200 
lives have been lost, Keystone wiped out 
and millions of dollars’ worth of property 
destroyed. 

It is not known how far back Into the 
mountains the storm extended, and it 
will be days and perhaps weeks before | 
all the storm-stricken country is heard 
from. .Tbe flood has not only damaged 
the Elkhorn valley, but ft is stated that 
every one of the thirty-three Flat Top 
coal plants has suffered to some extent.

BODY OF WOMAN IN A CLOSET 


She Had Been Slain by H. S. Church, 
Her Partner in Business—Church 
Found in Dying Condi- 
tion from  Self-In- 
flicted Wounds. 


Louisville, Ky., June 23.—The death of 
H. S. Church at 4:30 o’clock this morning 
was the second act of a bloody tragedy 
that began in Louisville three days ago 
with the murder of Emily Stuart, but 
which did not come to light until late last 
night when the police found the horribly 
mutilated body of the woman, hidden in 
a closet, and in the same house the man 
dying from wounds self-inflicted with pis- 
tol and razor. 

Several pistol shots near Twelfth and 
Market streets caused Policemen fWinne- 
gan, Webb and Hueglin to enter the small 
frame building at 1215 West Market strect, 
occupied by H. S. Church as a grocery 
store and residence, the living rooms be- 
ing just back of the grocery. The police: 
men saw through a window clouds of 
smoke from a pistol. They forced an en- 
trance and fcund Church propped up in 
a chair bleeding from a big wound made 
in his left breast with a 45-caliber Colts 
revolver, and from a slash across his 
left wrist made with a razor. On the 
floor was an empty bottle labeled ‘“‘Lauda- 
rum.’ Chirch gave utterance only toa 
his death groans. He was tak2n to @ 
hespital, but died early this morning with- 
out making a statement. 

Police Lieutenant Meyer had arrived, 
and the four officers began to search the 
premises. This would have been abandon- 
ed as fruitless of special result, had not 
the blood-stained hem of a woman's white 
Garment been seen protruding from che 
erack of a closet door. The officers opens. 
ed the door and saw at a glance that @ 
woman hdd been horribly murderead and 
her corpse rammed into the closet. There 
wes a big wound on the right side of her 
face and a gingham apron was tied 
tightly around her neck. “She was 
chcked to death,’ said the coroner when 
he arrived. A physician said the woman 
head been dead forty-cight hours. The 
blood had come from the wound on her 
face, which the policemen thought had 
been made by the stamp of a shoe heel. 

The woman was identified as Emily 
Stuart, from a.letter, dated New York, 
found in a bureau drawer, which tha 
coroner said “‘was a love letter, and un- 
signed.’’ Anotaer in the same  hand- 
writing, unsig.ed and dated Chicago, was 
next found. 

A twelve-year-old girl who lives near 
the Church grocery, and had often as 
sisted Mrs. Stuart with her housework, 
said today that while in Mrs. Stuart’s 
bedroom Friday morning she noticed a 
peculiar sme'l. Church entered, demand- 
ed to know what she was doing there, and 
put her out. He said Mrs. Stuart had 
gcne to Frankfort. Neighbors say they 
last saw Mrs. Stuart Thursday evening. 

It developed today that Mrs. Stuart nad 
saved some money by working as a house- 
keeper for two men, and had recently 
bought a Lalf interest in Church's store. 
Mrs. Stvert was the widow of Robert 
Stuart, and has some relatives in Louis- 
ville. She came to this city from Frank- 
fort, Ky., and’ was fifty years old. 

Church conducted his grocery business 
all day Friday, as usual, but his stere 
wes closed most of Saturday. He was 
f{ty-five years old, and came to Louisyihe 
from Frankfort four months ago. In that 
city he has two sisters. 

The police intended to charge him today 
with the murder of Mrs. Stuart. On his 
deathbed they attempted to “-xtort a con- 
fession from him. He only opened wide 
his eyes, then closed them and died with- 
out saying a word.

Article Regulating the Executive 
Department Has So Far En- 
gaged the Time and At 
tention of the Dele- 
gates.

legislature adjourns in which to approve 
bills; providing for testing the governor's 
sanity before the supreme court. Some 
other defects have been cured in the suc- 
cession and the power of the executive 
to call for information. All the changes 
, made have produced debate and most of 
them have been stoutly contested. 

Changes proposed by the committee and 
voted Gown were the specific pledge im- 
posed on the governor not to run for the 
senate; an increase of the governor’s 
salary to $5,000 and a section forbidding 
the governor to appoint any member of 
the legislature to an office during such 
‘member’s term of office. The last named 
change was made one day and reconsid- 
ered the next and _ killed. Curiously 
enough, the proposal to increase the gov- 
‘ernor’s salary has taken up as much 
time as any one subject to come up 
and is the only thing that has brought 
President Knox out of the chair to 
make a fight On the floor. The increase 
was defeated, but Delegate QO) Neal’s reso- 
lution was passed finally declaring that 
the legislature should make it $5,000. It 
was on this resolution that the now his- 
toric fight between Mr. Knox and Judge 
Coleman came up, the. latter opposing 
the increase. The scene in the convention 
on Friday was almost painful. Mr. Knox 
had put his personal influence in the 
convention to the test and he went so far 
as to make the argument on Judge Cole- 
man’s personal record as a drawer of 
No man who lives in 
Alabama wields as sharp a sword in 
debate as Judge Coleman, is so complete 
a master of sarcasm and the cut and 
thrust. Everybody expected him to make 
a singeing retort to Mr. Knox, but he 
arose and in a manner as mild as May 
passed it by and accepted defeat for his 
contention. The sober, second thought 
of a wise leader had asserted itself and a 
bitter dispute with the president would 
not do. He was chairman of the commit- 
tee on. suffrage. agd ,had.a great fight 
beforé ‘him’ in the supreme work of the 
convention. He could not afford to quar- 
rel over minor matters. He is an old man 
and the leadership of the suffrage reform 
in this convention is his last great life 
work. He could not put his position in 
peril, trifle away his strength, breed 
antagonism in small things. So the stout 
old fighter who has delighted in battle 
all his life, who has roughly rode down 
many a foeman, bent over his desk for 
ten minutes writing or pretending to 
write while Mr. Knox concluded, and 
arose, master of himself. In a few mild 
words he dismissed the subject. It was a 
thrilling scene to every man who knows 
Judge Coleman and who knew full well 
he had passed this grudge of battle by 
for the sake of a greater fray that ie al- 
most here. 

Trouble Is Ahead. 


For the committee on suffrage has 
trouble ahead. It has sat almost daily 
for three weeks. It is at war with it- 
self. No such scrapping match has ever 
before taken place in a committee in Ala- 
bama. The majority is ready. The mi- 
nority has not yielded and the minority 
is composed of stout men like Governor 
Oates and Gregory L. Smith, who will not 
accept the grandfather clause and pro- 
pose to carry the fight to the floor. They 
have only a few more days for conces- 
sions. A report cannot much longer be 


' delayed, and the consequence of a divided 


committee may be serious, even disas- 
trous. As head of the committee Judge 
Coleman feels the danger of the situa- 
tion. The committee must carry what- 
évér plan it proposes og all is lost; even 
the constitution itself may go down. That 
was why he turned up today the smiling 
master of nimself and let white-winged 
peace brood over the salary contention. 

It seems now that the article on execu- 
tive department will consume about two 
more days. On the calendar are the re- 
ports of the committees on taxation, 
banks and banking and preamble and bill 
of rights. The first involves the question 
of local taxation for schools and it has 
turned out to be the livest of live issues. 
The school teachers have been in session 
here this week and they came very near 
to passing a resolution declaring war on 
ratification if the new constitution doesn’t 
provide some scheme of local taxation. 
The trouble is that the state tax levy is 
now at the maximum and the schools 
can’t hope for any more from the state 
treasury. Alabama is the only state in 
the union*that doesn’t have some system. 
The platform pledged the convention not 
to raise the tax limit and the delegates 
say they can’t do it even in the modified 
way of allowing committees to vote a tax 
on the local option principle. So the com- 
mittee brought in a scheme reducing the 
state tax, for general purposes, 1 mill, and 
allowing the counties to put it back for 
school purposes. But it also provides that 
it can only be levied by a majority of 
the taxpayers and of the tax values. This 
is not at all satisfactory to the common 
schoo] people and the convention is very 
likely to wind up by doing nothing. That 
is the present prospect of the common 
schools, and no end of feeling is growing 
up around the subject. Even the State 
Commercial and Industrial Association 
last night acted on the subject after a 
spirited debate and @eclared for local tax- 
ation. 

Two Minority Reports. 

The new preamble and bill of rights 
comes in with two minority reports and 
@ long debate is ahead on that. All the 
delegates who know how to talk are de- 
termined to have their say, and many 
have waited patiently while the executive 
department was up, expecting to have 
their turn when their own committees re- 
ported. And they are going to have it. 

The committee on legislative depart- 
ment, of which Governor Oates is chair- 
man, will likely report next week and 
so will the suffrage committee. The com- 
mittee on education will likely do little 
beyond recommending some. change in the 
manner of electing university trustees.

CRIMINAL COURT AT GAFFNEY. 


Three Murder Cases Are Disposed of 


by Judge Gage. 

Gaffney, 8. C., June 23.—(Special.)—In 
the court of general sessions here Judge 
Gage presiding, Jim Jeter, tried for mur- 
der and convicted, was sentenced to hard 
labor for life in the state penitentiary. 
Nero Littlejohn’s jury agreed on a verdict 
of manslaughter and he was sentenced to 
hard labor in the penitentiary for three 
years.

So far, the convention has given 
no sign that any man in it is willing tp 
accept any man’s ipse dixit in preference 
to his own. 

As to the politics in it all, there is a 
sort of tacit expectation that Governor 
Oates and Mr. Knox will fight out their 
senatorial aspirations over the suffrage 
scheme. Knox maintains the constitu- 
tionality of the grandfather clause and 
Oajes scouts it. The delegates look on, 
half amused and with open minds. They 
are ready to applaud either, to enjoy the 
scuffle and throw their hats in the air for 
the winner. Knox has the advantage 
that Judge Coleman and a majority of 
the suffrage committee are with him. 
Oates is handicapped a little, too, with a 

retty general prejudice againgt his reg- 
stration ideas. But he has the advantage 
of a certain sympathy on account of his 
boldness and frankness, and his long ex- 

erience in congress.

One beautifully 
carved table, which was seen in the For- 
bidden City only two weeks ago, has been 
sold by a eunuch ‘Yor 600 taels. No val- 
uables of any kind have been taken out 
of the city through the gates. They are 
guarded by American and Japanese 
troops. 

Members of the staff of Li Hung Chang 
and Prince Ching say that great anxiety 
is felt regarding the whereabouts and 
safety of a large quantfty of gold that 
was buried in the Forbidden City. Cer- 
tain eunuchs who knew the secret of the 
location of this treasure have disappear- 
ed.

The 
organization has been effected, rules have 
been. adopted, the standing committees 
have been appointed with the line of 
work for each clearly defined. It has 
been decided, too, that the body shall re- 
main’in Richmond and its work shall pro- 
ceedl without interruption except for such 
short recesses as may be found necessary. 

There was much interest during the 
first week as to whether or not the con- 
ventfon shou'd remain here and proceed 
with its labor, be transferred to some 
mountain or seashore resort or after ap- 
pointing committees adjourn ‘until the 
early fall. The opening day of the con- 
vention was the hottest of the season, 
and while the thermometer registered 
nearly 100 in the shade, the halls of the 
house of delegates was crowded to the 
doors, and the members nearly suffocated. 
But electric fans and better ventilation 
with less crowding remedied this condi- 
tion. Rev. Dr. Richard McIlwaine fath- 
ered the sensible resolution for the con- 
vention to proceed with its business, and 
\Mr. Albert Carpenter Braxton, the bril- 
liant young red-headed delegate from 
Staunton, clinched the argument, He 
brought down the house by remarking 
that “if the tender buds about me are as 
afraid of the heat as they pretend, they 
would have long ago repented in sack 
cloth and ashes.’’ Then he added: 

‘When I go home and teil my brethren 
of the bar, cooped up in their little offices, 
the merchants in their room, the laborers 
in the sweltering factories and the farm- 
ers in the corn field, under the summer's 
sun, that I cannot do the work assigned 
me under electric fans, I tell you the heat 
we may have to endure here will be noth- 
ing as compared with the ‘hot time in the 
old town that night.’ ”’ 


The Suffrage Question. 

The suffrage question is the great sub- 
ject with which the convention has to 
deal, and it is a thorn in the flesh of the 
delegates. The convention was called pri- 
marily to disfranchise the negro, but 
what the process shal] be does not yet 
appear. The members are all at sea on 
the matter, Sentiment is far from crys- 
tallized. United States Senator John W. 
Daniel, who has been looked to to prepare 
this part of the platform, has but little 
to say on the subject. Those who krow 
him best say he wants to disfranchise all 
negroes as far as possible, but he wants 
the conventien to be careful in order that 
whatever action may be taken sha'l ccn- 
form to the federal constitution. 

Judge Thomas W. Harrison, of Win- 
chester, has the distinction of presenting 
to the convention the first resolution that 
relates to the construction of the new 
constitution. This paper declares univer- 
sal negro suffrage to be a curse to the 
south, probably comes very ear to ex- 
pressing the sentiment of the convention. 
It is regarded by many as as a platform 
of principles on which the suffrage policy 
of the convention will rest. 


Judge Hatrison’s Idea. 

Judge Harrison, who has made a fine 
reputation as a jurist, is experienced in 
legislative work, having served four years 
in the state senate-before going on the 
bench. His object in offering his resolu- 
tion was to have this phase of the sub- 
ject settled as soon as possible. In expla- 
nation of his course, Judge Harrison says: 

‘If the committee reports favorably on 
it and the convention adopts it. the doors 
will be closed to all further talk of specu- 
lation as to any disfranchisement of any 
particular race. The sooner this question 
is eliminated from considenation. the bet- 
ter it will be. I shall strongly advocate 
its passage and then will come up the 
question of what kind of property or edu- 
cational qualification will be required, if 
any at all. I am of the opinion that no 
change will be made in our present con- 
stitution, except the payment of the poll 
tax. That is not a disqualification, be- 
cause any man can qualify himself by 
simply paying his taxes. He disqualifies 
himself of his own free will and accord. 
When this question is out of the way 
we can then go to work on other features, 
and until the matter of suffrage is dis- 
posed of, no definite plans for other sec- 
tions can be safely made or formulated. 
Everything hinges on that proposition.”’ 

Closg akin to Judge Harrtson’'s resolu- 
tion was the one immediately following, 
proposed by Mr. Thom, of Norfolk. It 
simply calls for the repeal of the fifteenth 
amendment of the federal constitution. 
The significance of this resolution is im- 
portant. It concedes the fact that the 
fifteenth amendment stands in the way of 
any provision in the state constitution 
that would militate against the negro as 
an elector. 


Tre Two Sections. 


One of the ablest members of the con- 
vention, discussing the two resolutions 
tonight said: 

“Judge Harrison represents a section of 
the state where negroes do not predomi- 
nate and are not a menace to local gov- 
ernment. Opposition has always come in 
other states to any grandfather clause or 
other negro disfranchisement ftom like 
sections. 

“But Mr. Thom represents a section 
where the negroes are massed together 
and are a constant menace. His resolu- 
tion reaognizes the binding force of the 
fifteenth amendment in dealing with the 
negro question by direct or indirect 
means, 

“This has never heen conceded In states 
that have adopted the educational and 
grandfather clause. To have granted that 
would hava taken awuy anv justification 
or excuse for the passage of an unconstl- 
tutional act. Thev all elaim that their 
methods of disqualification does not vio- 
late the fifteenth-amendment and cite q 
decision of the federal court in tha only 
case ever carried up in support of their 
contention. The case was to test the 
constitutionality of the disqualifying 
clause of the Mississippi! constitution. 

“Whatever the outcome, the prospect 
now looks bright for an easy settlement 
of a vexatious question, for the passage 
of elther one of these resolyvtions would 
clear the atmosphere wonderfully for the 
reasons advanced above. It is ernatifving 
to see two leading men of extreme sec- 
tions thus. as an initial proceeding, coin- 
cide in their views.’’ 

Ex-Congressman Quarles. of Staunton, 
savs he has no idea there will be any 
suffrage clause in the n@w constitution 
similar to those passed by North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi, and doubts whether any such 
measure will even be proposed. He 
thinks that a clause may be Inserted dfs- 
qualifying from voting all persons who 
cannot read and write, unless they own a 
certain amount of property, and all who 
cannot read argl write and do not own 
any property with a poll tax payment pre- 
requisite. s : 

‘Tl advocated this provision,’’ said ex- 
Congressman Quarles, “in my campaign, 
and it met with warm approval. Virginia 
cannot afford to do any act that will re- 
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cause any neighbor state to speak re- 
proachfully of her. Any basic Injustice to 
anyone will in the end recoil upon the 
promoters.”’ 

Following is a copy of a resolution Con- 
gressman-elect Floyd will offer, prohibit- 
ing negroes from holding office: 

‘‘All white persons entitled to vote, and 
no others, shall be eltgible to any office 
under the constitution and laws of Vir- 
ginia, except as restricted in the consti- 
tution.’’ 

Many leaders in the convention concur 
with Mr. Floyd in the opinion that the 
clause will stand the constitutional test. 

Personnel of the Body. 

The convention is a fine body of men, 
composed of the pick of Virginia’s sons. 

One man in the convention the people 
who have been going up to the capitol 
since the bodv has been fn session have 
been anxious to see and hear is William 
E. Cameron, formerly governor of the 
state. He has remajned silent up to this 
time. He. comes into the hall almost 
unobserved amu goes to his seat, which 
is away back near the east gallery. The 
colonel is a man of small stature. His 
hair is thin and frosted, and his beard is 
scant and gray. He always appears to 
be in a serious mood, 

Up in front of the. presid@t sits Cam- 
eron’s old political rival, Senator Daniel. 
They ran against each other for governor 
in 1881, and Cameron won. The men were 
pretty evenly matched, and they had some 
rare debates. Their relations are now 
perfectly friendly. It is said Colonel 
Cameron is waiting for the great problems 
to come up before he addresses the con- 
vention. Whenever he does speak, he is 
certain to have something to say worth 
listening to. 

Preston W. Campbell, of Washington 
county, the youngest member of the con- 
vention, wold easily have been mistaken 
for John Randolph, of Roanoke, had he 
lived a hundred years ago. If the pic- 
tures of Randolph taken when he was a 
young man are faithful likenesses of him, 
Mr. Campbell appears just as the cele- 
brated statesman did when the latter first 
won distinction. Mr. Campbell weighs 
probably less than 149 pounds. His raven- 
black hair, his plecing black eyes and his 
| elassic features all call to memory the 
descriptions that have been written of 
Randolph. 

There is one man tn the convention who 
has had little to say up to this time, 
but who will make a brilliant record. He 
is Judge D. Tucker Brooke, of Norfolk. 
The judge is a comparatively young man. 
He belongs to what some have termed 
the “‘red-headed set,’’ but his hair and 
moustache are more of the auburn color. 
His eyes, the ladies would say, are ‘‘love- 
ly blue.” When the judge‘addresses the 
convention Ke has something to say worth 
listening to. . 

Colonel William B. Pettit is the pa- 
triarch of the body, though he says he 
would be mistaken for a younger man 
than Pres. Goode, who is three years his 
junior. Colonel Pettit was born ir. 1825, and 
was running around tn knee breeches 
when the great convention met in 1828-29 
to frame a constitution. The colonel is 
an ideal tvpe of the old Virginian. He 
possesses all of those delightful manner- 
isms that made famous the Virginians of 
ante-bellum days. He is an intellectual 
giant. Once in a celebrated case the fa- 
mous Judge Green made an argument 
lawyers present thought could not be 
answered, but Colonel Pettit was equal to 
the occasion. and won his cause. When 
the venerable statesman walks into the 
hall and takes his seat opposite Senator 
Daniel, members who pass up and down 
the aisle are sure to stop and shake hands 
with him.

He ts a lawyer and an all-around business 
man. He refused to support William 
Jennings Bryan in 1896. 

Walter A. Watson, of Nottoway, is one 
of the rising young men. He has been 
in public life aimost since he reached 
his majority, and has served as state 
senator and commonwealth’s attorney. 
Mr. Watson will tackle the best of the 
older men in debate, and he is generally 
able to hold up his end of the line. Many 
have marked him as a future congress- 
man, and ne doubt he will somte day rub 
his back against a seat in the hall of 
the house of representatives. 

If one had to pick out the most digni- 
fled member of the convention, he would 
probably select Judge Rover Gregory. 
There are only three or four older dele- 
gates than he. The judge, like Colonel 
Pettit, belongs to that delightful class of 
Virginians that some fear are rapidly 
passing out of existence. He is the very 
soul of courtesy and is as modest as the 
fairest lady. Down at his home in King 
William one can witness such hospitality 
as is read cbhout in books of Thomas 
Nelson Page and others.

“Laborer ‘Saw ‘the “Young “Mim “Pall” 


from Hotel Window — Secre- 
tary Hay Prostrated Over 
the Death of His 
*Son. 


“New Haven, Conn., June 2.—The death 
of Adelbert Hay, son of Secretary Hay, 
has cast a gloom over the whole city. 
Young Hay had rooms at the New Haven 
house for commencement week and ar- 
rived yesterday evening. He took @din- 
ner with some of his classmates and at 
8 o'clock hurried to the Hyperion thea- 
ter, where he witnessed the evening per- 
formance. He spent a quict hour in the 
hotel corridor and smoking room after 
the theater, and shortly after midnight 
retired to his room, z:emarking to the 
hotel clerk that he was sleepy and leav- 
fing a call for 9 o'clock this morning. He 
Was not seen again until his body came 
whirling through the air to its destruc- 
tion two and ‘a half hours later. The 
hotel where the unfortunate man was 
Qwartered faces on Chapel sireet, the 
principal thoroughfare of the city, and it 
is almost under the eaves of the uNiver- 
sity which he proudly claimed as his 
alma mater. 

There gas a solitary spectator to the 
terrible tragedy, a laborer on the city 
streets. At the hour mentioned the work- 
man saw the form of a man falling and 
the body lay directly in front of the main 
hotel entrance. The horrified laborer 
rushed to the spot.and his shouts brought 
others. The usual crowd gathered. In 
it were several belated Yale graduates. 
They bent over the body. One of them, 
Julian Mason,.a son of the late Edward 
G. Mason, of Chicago, and a classmate of 
young Hay; drew back and, horror strick- 
en, cried: ‘ 

“My God, it’s Del Hay.”’ 

By this time the hotel clerk had reached 
the scene and made the identification com- 
plete. 

The body was. clad in pajamas. On 
the window sill of the room which young 
Hay had occupied. lay a partly con- 
sumed cigarette. On the floor near the 
window was a ring worn by the victim: 
His clothing had been neatly arranged 
and the bed clothes were drawn back. 
The bed, however, had not been occur icd. 
Here the mystery becomes intangible. 
The popular theory seems to have It that 
_ the young man, having prepared for ved, 

thought to indulge in a “good night 
smoke;” that he chose the cool of the 
window, possibly dozed, lost his balance 
and fell from the window. The presence 
of the ring on the floor, however, gave 
rise to the fancy that possibly while toy- 
ing with the ring it dropped and that in 
an effort to recover it the fall resulted. 
However it happened, the known faats 
geem to make it conclusive that it was 


all a frightful accident. 

“Young Hay, it was remarked, was in 
a-particularly good mood and had planned 
with unusual enthusiasm to participate 
in many engagements this week. In the

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the members of the graduating class, re- 
ferred to the death of Young Hay as iIol- 
lows: 

“The truths of the scriptural text end 
the value of high ideals of manhood ure 
borne out by the untimely death of him 
whom we mourn today. His life was not 
long, but he understood Christian hcnor 
and he helped those about iim to main- 
tain it. If he had lived longer he would 
have helped many moi:e.’’ 

Secretary Hay arrived in New Haven 
from Washington at 5:45 p. m. in response 
to the dispatch announcing the sudden 
‘death of his son. Mr, Hay was unaccom- 
panied and gave signs of great grief. He 
entered a carriage and was driven imme- 
diately to the residence of Mr. Seth Mose- 
ly, 36 Wall street. Worn out with the 
long trip from the national capital and 
once within the walls of the house that 
sheltered the remains of his dead scn, 
the secretary collapsed. His prostration 
was so complete that medical aid was 
deemed necessary and Dr, Gilbert was 
summoned. 

Miss Helen Hay, a daughter of the sec- 
retary, arrived in New Haven from Kos- 
ton at 7:10 p. m. 

Dr. Samuel Gilbert, who was suinmon- 
ed in attendance upon Secretary lLiay, an- 
nounced this evening that the illncss of 
the secretary is apparently not serious. 
The physician said: ‘Mr. Hay is simply 
overwhelmed by the tragic death of his 
son and is suffering ffom a prostration 
which will probably be relieved by suln- 
cient rest.’ ; 

How the Sad News Was Conveyed. 

Washington, June 23.—Secretary Hay 
learned of the death of his son, Adelbert, 
through Secretary Cortelyou. The iatter 
had been called up on the long distance 
telephone at his residence about 3 o’clock 
in the night by Proprietor Mosely, of the 
New Haven house, and informed of the 
finding of the remains on the sidewalk 
and of the other details of the accident, 
substantially as they were sent outin the 
press dispatches, Secretary Cortelyou 
hastened at.once to the residence of Sec- 
retary Hay and communicated the sad 
news as gently as possible. The secretary 
appeared for the moment to be completely 
crushed, but rallied and set calmly about 
preparing for departure for New Haven 
at the earliest moment, 

The presilent dispatched a telegram to 
the chief of his cabinet to overtake him 
on his journey, expressing In kindly end 
sympathetic Janguage, which choracter- 
¢zes the president's communications in 
such cases, the depths of the sorrow he 
felt for the bereaved family. Secretary 
Hay’s colleagues in the cubinet followed 
this example. The cabinet officers will 
attend the funeral of Ade bart Hay if it 
is feasible for them to do so.

and prepared at St. Paul's academy in 
Concord. N, H., for Yale. At the wniver- 
sity he was a popular scholar, for thougn 
outwardly reserved in manner, he was 
capable of warm and steadfast friend- 
ship and was of charming manners. At 
Yale,’ Adelbert gave much time to ath- 
letics and thus splendidly developed his 
naturally robust frame, so that he stuod 
at twenty-one full six feet hizh, with 
chest and limbs of correspondiag propcr- 
tions. With this physique went a degree 
of personal bravery that, though never 
recklessly or boastingly evidenced, was 
still manifested on more than one occa- 
sion. 

An extendesl public career was scarcely 
possible for one of his years, yet in the 
short time that elapsed between his grad- 
uation from Yale and his death he had 
achieved a reputation worthy of emula- 
tion. Upon his return from the Philip- 
pine trip above referred to, he voluntecr- 
ed to go to Pretoria to replace Consul 
ian wuss ne here that Pre- 

| beSiewed and that an oftt- 
Cial. status would be little protection 
against the hardships of this phase of 
war. Then the expenses of livlihood in 
Pretoria were far in excess of the salary 
of the consulate, so that he server his 
country at a personal loss. He discharged 
as a simple consul diplomatic duties re- 
quiring the exercise of the greatest tact 
and good judgment. 

The Boers received him with suspicion, 
knowing of his some time residences in 
England, when his father was ambas- 
Sador to London. But this he soon dis- 
pelled and jn the end the Boers learned 
to trust him, and they showed their grat- 
itude for the many kindly offices young 
Hay performed for their sick and wound- 
ed comrades on the other side of the lines. 
On the other hand, the British prisoners 
who filled the Boer piaces of detention in 
the ear:y stages of the war owed many 
necessities and little luxuries to the 
American corsul. Fever was epidemic in 
Pretoria, too, and the work of the con- 
sulate was exhausting, but not until the 
wave of war had passed over the place 
and the city was again safe and quiet did 
Mr. Hay feel that he could leave his post. 
He resigned as consul. 

By the ftrony of fate there had just 
come to him one of t¥ose golden opportu- 
nities that he had seized updén gratefWly 
and was about to apy:sy himself to when 
his untowand end came. It had been the 
proudest recoilection of John Hay’s life 
that he had served Abraham Lincoln as 
his assistant private secretary. So it was 
to be the lot of Adelbert Hay to serve 
William McKinley in a like capacity. He 
had been offered and had accepted the 
position of assistant secretary to the 
president, a place now held by Major 
Pruden. The latter, after many years 
of service at the white house, had been 
made a paymaster in the United States

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IMPORTANT CLEWS 
IN DEBRAY CASE 


Believed That Detectives Have 
New and Important Evidence 
To Convict Erwin 


Five Persons Under ‘Arrest Being 
Assorted in City Prison—De- 
tectives Won’t Give Out 
What New Evidence 
They’ve Found. 


City Detectives White and Lanford, 
who have been speckally detailed to work 
on the DeBray murder case, have evi- 
dently gotten hold of some important 
clew, or some fresh evidence tending to 
criminate the negro Jim Erwin. 

The detectives will make no admissions 
but the changing of the five negroes un- 
der arrest last night so as to get certain 
of them together was a move which is 
believed to indicate that the detectives 
feel almost certain that they are on the 
right track. 

The negro, Jim Lord, who was with 
Jim Erwin, if tne statement of Isaac 
Hammond is to be believed, was placed 
in the “sweat box’’ yesterday afternvon 
in the detective office and kept there for 
several hours. When he was finally 
brought back to the city prison, Detective 
White instructed the turnkey to place 
Lord where he could talk confidentially 
with the wife of Jim Erwin during the 
night. 

“We don’t think Lord had anything to 
do with the murder,”’ remarked one of the 
detectives in the presence of Lord, and 
with a significance that could hardly be 
misinterpreted. : 

No other arrests have been made, and 
if it is true that important evidence has 
been found to add to that already secured 
against Jim Erwin, the detectives will 
doubtless work on the theory that Erwin 
did the shooting. 


Jim Erwin’s Record. 

Erwin has a bad reputation with police 
and citizens who know him. He tried to 
kill another negro at West End a few 
months ago with a knife and escaped 
punishment on qa technicality. Later he 
was arrested by Officer Luck and he 
fought with such desperation that it re- 
quired the strength of four ‘men to hold 
him. At that time he swore to Nave re- 


Bay on a-number of occasions that he in- 
tended to kill Officer Luck. Luck was 
then on the West End beat and was later 
transferred to the city and put on the 
bicycle squad. 

Chief Ball had a squad of policemen out 
Saturday night in citizens’ clothes look- 
ing for loafers and suspicious characters; 
but the negroes who habitually idle about 
on the streets made themselves scarce, as 
they generally do after a crime has been 
committed by one of their class. 

A negro arrested Sée¢turday night by 
Sergeant Beavers had a pair of brass 
knucks hidden in his shoe. He said, by 
way of explanation, that they (meaning 
the police) were making it so warm for 
the negroes that he was obliged to get his 
knucks out of sight. He did not seem to 
think it any harm to carry such a 
weapon.

We have had an advanced school 
of protection in which the demand was 
that, regardless of the margin of profit, 
high duties should be placed for the ar- 
bitrary purpose of keeping out foreign 
goods. Whether these schools of 
thought, through the laws growing out 
of them, have been of nenefit to the 
people must remain a matter of con- 
troversy, but we have now reached a 
third position, more important than 
any heretofore taken, in which the de- 
mand is not for the protection of a 
few special interests able to command 
favor, but for that of the entire trade 
of the country. 

The countervailing clause in the 
Dingley tariff bill has been used as a 
club by which American trade has 
been dealt most deathly blows. In a 


period of great prosperity, when the 


party in power claims it as an outcome 
of its special policy, we find the ad- 
ministration engaged in obeying the 
behests of private interests to the dis- 
advantage of those of the million. By 
@ treasury order issued through the 
command of the sugar trust $18 900,000 
of Russian trade was thrown away, 
and later another order was issue« still 
further driving that country into en- 
mity toward us. Not only are we los- 
ing Russian trade through the most 
egregious blunder of enforcing this 
ceuntervailing cleuse, but we find the

to slap Italy in the face, and thus to 
withdraw from our influence the trade 
of that country also. 

The issue is plain indeed. 

On the one side is the republican 
party engaged in the work of restrict- 
ing the trade area of the United States. 
Valuable commercial territory that had 
been won by the enterprise and zeal 
of our merchants and manufacturers 
has been closed to them, ana other ter- 
ritory is yet to be added. 

On the other hand stands American 
trade demanding admittance into every 
port of the world. 

We have reached the point where the 
American can compete under every 
¢eircumstance and where his goods are 
in demand. This trade finds its own 
government standing upon the fron- 
tier with its countervailing bludgeon, 
forbidding its further expansion. 

The duty rests upon the democratic 
party of taking up the cry of protec- 
tion of our general trade, thus defeat- 
ed and betrayed in the house of its 
friends. What has been done in Rus- 
gia, what is being done in Italy, will 
be followed tomorrow and the next 
toward Ger- 


other countries, until our government 


}will stand as the Ishmael] of the na- 


tions with no friends, and suffering 
from anarchy within. 

The republican party, which in the

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Why America Succeeds. 

The recent declaration of Mr. Charles 
J. Schwab, president of the Carnegie 
steel combine, in which he rather be- 
littled technical education, and, in fact, 
every other kind of education, and en- 
couraged an early resort to work, has 
created considerable discussion upon 
a subject which comes close to every 
family. s 

One of the latest contributions to 
this discussion is by Mr. Arthur G. 
Glasgow, a gentleman well acquainted 
with the general trade conditions of 
the world. Mr. Glasgow draws atten- 
tion to the fact that today the United 
States is leading in industrial progress, 
closely followed by Germany, while 
England, the great- manufacturer of 
the past, is lagging in the rear. A few 
years ago the English military authori- 
ties wished to erect a bridge in Egypt, 
and were forced to accept an ‘American 
bid over that of all English compefi- 
tors. The same thing happened a lit- 
tle later in South Africa, and so fre- 
quent has become such incidents that 


English manufacturers have raised a 
strong protest against the favor given 


by their own government to American 
rivals. Again, these rivals for trade 


| meet in the foreign markets of the 


world, where, if the American is not 
successful, the German is, and the in- 
efficiency of the English workmen has 
become more and more prominent. It 
is right at this point that Mr. Glas- 
gow takes up the discussion, and says: 

Living, as I now do, in a country that 
hitherto has held the premier industrial 
position among nations, and now for the 
first time finds its heritage threatened, I 
have witnessed the deep concern with 
which leaders of thought and state in 
Great Britain have studied the situation 
and the absolute agreement in their diag- 
With one voice they ascribe the 
subordination of British supremacy to 
American and German competition to the 
higher technical knowledge which pre- 
vails in the two latter countries, whereby 
craft is developed under scientific direc- 
tion and initiative. 

In other words, the English boy of 
twelve or fourteen goes to learn a 
trade in the old way. His family is 
in need of his work, and traditional 
opinion is to the effect that to be a 
good workman the boy must be raised 
up in it. Thus it is that the English 
boy without education and without the 
stimulus born of the rivalry of the 
schools, enters upon his apprenticeship 
to ‘become a good workman, it is true; 
but lacking the skill, the alertness, the 
originating capacity of the American, 
who has first gone through a course of 
technical training, and who is master 
of his trade instead of the trade being 
his. Around the English manufacturer 
we see aforce of sturdy workmen, 
strong-armed, determined, but slow in 
process and without inventive force, 
while in the American workshop we 
see men almost all of whom expect to 
be directors on their own accounts be- 
fore they have reached the age of thir- 
ty.. The result is plain. Between a 
force of men moving with dull, heavy 
method and another force in which 
each one is a power +o himself the 
contest is indeed inequal, and hence 
it is that Mr. Glasgow declares that— 
all agree that the industrial salvation 
of Great Britain lies in higher and wide- 
spread technical education. And recent 
developments compel them to 
apply this to the arts of both peace and 
war. The issue has been submitted to the 
warld’s broadest experience, and the 
unanimous verdict in favor of higher and 
wider technical education is now national 
history.

The Crime Traced Back. 


Seldom has a political party received 
a more severe rebuke than has been 
administered to the republicans of 
Maryland by the conviction of Joseph 
H. Ching for complicity in falsifying 
the federal census. 

Maryland was one of the states 
which the republicans had made up 
their minds to seduce from democratic 
allegiance. Throwgh fraudulent means 
now plain it was temporarily switched 
off and the cackling of the organs was 
immense.- With the intention of mak- 
ing this defection permanent, the lead- 
ers determined upon increasing the 
Strength of the republican centers by 
fraudulently padding the census. The 
democratic governor, learning of these 
wholesale frauds, in order to prevent 
their accomplishment, called a special 
session of the legislature. Although 
the facts in the governor’s possession 
were equally available to The Ameri- 
can and other republican organs, they 
fought exposure by every method in 
their power, denouncing the intention 
of the governor and upholding the in- 
tegrity of the officials whose conduct 
he had assailed. The special session 
was held, Maryland was saved from 
the ballot ravishers and the organs 
went into epileptic fits. 

So evident were the frauds that the 
census bureau, at a late hour, sotght to 
correct them, but it has remained for 
the courts to fully expose the republi- 
can scheme. Joseph H. Ching, a law- 
yer, has been convicted of wholesale 
frauds in connection with the census, 
and is now under sentence. Judge Mor- 
ris, presiding, summed up the proof 
thus: % 
‘It was proved beyond all question 
that the schedules made out by them a 
month later were made, almost without 
exception, of fraudulently fictitious 
names, about 1,700 in all. Ching’s con- 
nection with all these false schedules 
was proved to have begun when he pro- 
cured Supervisor Rollins to send extra 
schedules with his instructions to fur- 
ther complete the work. Ching at once 
advised the enumerators what class of 
persons and names they were to put 
down on those extra schedules, hardly 
one of whom was really proper to be 
enumerated. Then he urged them to get 
in the schedules by the first of August, 
so that they would be sure to be counted 
in the total of St. Mary’s population. 
He urged Guyther to get the additional 
names and advised him just how he 
was to do it. 

Abell’s schedules were kept back to the 
last, and when Abell, after putting down 
over 400 names, refused to do more, Ching, 
with his own hand, wrote down 70 addi- 
tional fraudulent names, in order that 
there might be the numbers required to 
effect the scheme, namely, to entitle 
St. Mary county to an additional dele- 
gate in the state legislature. 

In passing sentence, the distinguish- 
ed judge had this to say: 

The disregard of common honesty in 
political scheming is so prevalent that 
the courts should not fail to deal severely 
with those who have been proved guil- 
ty and been cfnvicted of serious offenses. 
In this ¢ase Ahe offense of which the de-

have been unusually grave. Suspicion 
was cast upon. the federal census enu- 
meration gf the population of a portion 
of Maryland, and, in consequence, a new 
enumeration was ordered by a special 
session of the legislature. at great ex- 
pense to taxpayers. The case of the de- 
fendant, Ching, is not that of an unedu- 
eated man led into political excesses by 
the excitement of a contest. He is a law- 
yer, competent to guide not only his own 
‘conduct, but charged by his oath as an 
attorney to uphold the law and to advise 
others In accordance with it. 

Yet, he was fully proved to have been 
the adviser and guiding spirit who pre- 
vailed upon the others who were indicted 
with him to be false to henesty and hon- 
or and to make shamelessly fraudulent 
census returns as enumerators, He had 
them appointed as enumerators, and then 
misused his influence over them, and by 
his position as a tawyer to induce them 
to join with him in _hjs_ deliberately 
planned scheme to fraudulently increase 
the population. returns of St. Mary 
county for his own ‘political purposes. 
Hé advised and directed Guyther, and, 
with his own hand, he wrote on Abell’s 
schedule, 70 fraudulent names. In Guy- 
ther’s case, Guyther’s testimony was fui- 
lv corroborated. Taking all the circum- 
stcsaces, his g¢ilt was proved to be a 
positive. . demonstration. Upon every 
ground he deserves a severe punishment. 

Of course it is not to be expected 
that The American will apologize to 
the governor and officers of the state 
for its uncalled for assaults upon them, 
but it is to be hoped that next time 
it will be slower to impugn the motives 
of the best men of Maryland. With 
the present example for guidance, re- 
publicans are hardly qualified to criti- 
cise the acts of other people. 
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Mr. Wanamaker’s Challenge. 
It is safe to say that the challenge 
of Mr. Wanamaker to the recipients of 
the franchise gratuities. of Philadel- 


phia will not be taken up. These en-_ 


terprising gentlemen know too well 
the: value of their holdings, and if city 
councilmen were green enough or 
guilty enough to part with them for 
nothing, the present owners will not 
be so gullible. | 

The newspapers: of Philadelphia are 
justified in denouncing the trade in the 
strongest terms, but when they attempt 
to set it up as the culmination of its 
kind in the union, they are mistaken. 
Guilty as the city councilmen of Phila- 
delphia may be, criminal as. may have 
been their betrayal of the people’s 
rights in giving away valuable fran- 
chises, they are only prominent be- 
cause of environment, and by no means 
outshine others of their kind engaged 
in the same business. Ever since the 
development of the electric power, 
which has changed the transportation 
character of the country, there has 
been a raid upon city treasuries, out 
of which councilmen have grown rich 
and developers have become million- 
aires. A new force brought into the 
economy of a city worth more in its 
free will than the combined real estate 
and personal valuations to be found 
therein, hag become the football of 
corrupt bargain and sale throughout 
the length and breadth of our land, 
such as must put to shame the most 
criminal, malversations of the past. 
Under the specious, plea of developing 
the resources of a city, Philadelphia 
has been robbed of its franchfses for 
the benefit of a few slick men, aided 
by either incompetent or purchasable 
councilmen who failed to stand up for 
the city’s rights. 

In the Philadelphia case we have a 
fit example of the case “after taking.” 
Before the granting of the franchise, 
the developers talked about the great 
work to be done, the expense neces- 
sary to set it on its feet and the un- 
certainty of return on the investment. 
No sooner do they get the franchise 
into possession than it assumes a value 
with which the holders would not part 
for millions. Today a franchise, eag- 
erly given away by the city council of 
Philadelphia is worth $3,000,000 in the 
market. The holders of it can pocket 
$500,000 without the trouble of going 
through a transference of title. But 
will they do it? Oh, no; these develop- 
ers are too wise to be caught by any 
such bait. If the people choose to be 
represented. by men who would throw 
away their rights the developer is not 
quite so simple. He knows the value 
of what he has obtained, and he will 
hold on like grim death, giving the 
people the merry ha! ha! 


Justice White’s Position. 

The position of Justice White, of the 
United States supreme court, in mak- 
ing the fifth man and the deciding fac: 
tor in the insular decisions is exciting 
a good deal of attention. 

Justice White was United States sen- 
ator from Louisiana at the time that 
he was appointed to the supreme bench 
by President Cleveland. That so strong 
a democrat should have furnished the 
majority for imperialism, while so 
strong a republican as Justice Harlan 
should have resisted it, is one of those 
contradictions that sometimes happen. 
It is shown by a writer in The New 
York Evening Post that had Justice 
White been on the other side, the three 
democrats, with Brewer and Harlan, 
republicans, would have given a ma- 
jority against the administration in the 
pivotal Downes case, and the history 
of the United States would have been 
changed. This fact has given rise to 
considerable speculation as to what 
would have happened had President 
Cleveland appointed somebody else, or 
had Senator Hill not prevented the 
confirmation of either of the New 
Yorkers whom President Cleveland had 
nominated. It is worth noting that 
Justice White, on his personal side, is 
as strong an anti-expansionist as the 
most conservative of his party leaders. 
lie still cherishes the hope that the 
United States wil] not retain the Phil- 
ippines; indeed, he has been against 
the whole expansion policy as devel- 
oped by the Spanish war. His opinion 
delivered from the bench ran counter 
to his political views, and was that ef 
a lawyer and a judge rather thap of a 
politician. , 

Justice White has been compliment. 
ed on his wonderful memory in deliv- 
ering the lengthy decisions withqut 
manuscript or note. Not only the orig- 
inal part of the decisions, but the vol- 
uminous questions, were all delivered 
with impromptu effect.

FOREIGN FINANCIAL MARKET. 


Dull Week in London—Stagnation 
Attributed to the Races. 

London, June 23.—In spite of easy mon- 
ey and a cheerful American outlook, 
there has been another dull week on the 
London stock exchange. This week's 
Stagnation was nominally attributed to 
the Ascot races, as previous stagnation 
had been attributed to ine Derby and 
the Oaks. It is true that many influen- 
tial persons are about, bent on holiday 
making at the race course, but the dull- 
ness on the stock exchange is the cause 
rather than the effect of their absence. 

During the past week business has 
been almost nil; consequently the market 
is very sensitive to selling, which is the 
form taken by most of the transactions 
nowadays. Despondency has*become to 
be regarded as the normal tone of the 
market. Consols went down from 3-8 to 
7-16 this week, and the expected issue of 
loans has been delayed on account of 
the unfavorable outlook. Home rails are 
toboganning gently, it is true, but stead- 
ily, the fall averaging 1 1-4 all round. 

There is increased activity in Ameri- 
cans and the Union Pacific-Milwaukee 
deal, which, during the tirst of the week, 
was industriously denied, has been the 
center of interest. This deal led to a 
Slight fall, which enabled the New York 
arbitrage houses cleverly to whipsaw 
London on the week-end use of 6 points. 

Attention, which was not altogether 
mournful, has also been directed to the 
difficulties threatening the eight German 
engineering, railway and electrical com- 
panies through the failure last week of 
the Kummer Electric Company. 

It is not believed that a disaster in- 
volving all these German enterprises can- 
not be averted, but the occurrence is 
pointed to as an indication that the Ger- 
man manufacturers have been over- 
stimulated under the intoxication of that 
race for commercial supremacy in which 
the German empire did not have the 
sound basis and natural resources which 
made the United States so formidable 
a competitor to the United Kingdom. 
Critics adyert to the “governmental pa- 
per’ and the “spoon-fed’’ shipping tone 
and intimate that any German commer- 
cial difficulties are rather acceptable to 
British industrial complacency which has 
recently been severely tried by the suc- 
cesses of competing foreigners. 

The increase of the capital of Vickers 
Sons & Maxim by £1,000,000 in ordinary 
shares has been a subject of considera- 
ble speculation, as well as rather ad- 
verse cOmment. 
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BIRMINGHAM MINERS DO 
NOT WANT A STRIKE NOW

Birmingham, Ala, June 23.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—This week everybody 
in Birmingham, when not busy talking 
of baseball, has been discussing the 
probable action of the miners now hold- 
mg their annual scale convention and in- 
cidentally the chances of a big strike by 
the coal men. The convention is the 
third held by the miners in this district. 
Its most important work is arranging a 
scale of wages by which the coal diggers 
shall be paid during the coming year. 

One hundred and eighty-five delegates, 
representing more than 8,000 miners, are 
attending the convention, and a deliber- 
ate body of men it is. In the number are 
some twenty negroes, who are giving all 
their time and attention to the questions 
arising. These negroes are the most 
serious and conservative members of the 
black race in this district and they are 
doing creditable work. The convention 
will not adjourn until the latter part of 
next week, it being impossible for the 
body to reach an agreement with the 
operators before that time. 

It is not believed that there will be a 
strike, for there is a markedly ponserva- 
tive element in the convention. This ele- 
ment will not insist upon many changes 
in the present schedule of wages if there 
is a chance for a strike. There is a cer- 
tainty of a strike if the miners do insist 
on changes, for the operators state posi- 
tively that they are now paying their 
limit for work and they will not sign 
any agreement calling for concessions. 

It is my opinion after closely studying 
the situation that the present scale will 
be agreed upon and there will be no 
strike. This scale makes the wages of 
the miners dependent upon the price of 
iron and ranges from 45 cents to 55 cents 
per ton for ore actually mined. It is 
a satisfactory scale and gives the miners 
more money than they receive in any 
other district in the country. 

While on the question of coal I am 
brought to view the effect created by 
the appliance of Beaumont, Texas, oil 
for fuel purposes on a rather large and 
extensive scale. The Texans have cre- 
ated a perfect furore here and the fear 
of oil’s possible use has almost gripped 
the hearts of the mining operators to 
guch an extent that they are willing to 
sell their properties. 

The question is actually alarming and 
the action of the railroads in reducing 
their rates to New Orleans, Mobile and 
Pensacola to figures unknown in the past 
proves it so more than any other single 
action so far recorded. The question has 
been discussed at length here. Among ail 
the companies the same feeling of dread 
is apparent. The recent announcement 
that the Atchison and Southern Pacific 
railroads would substitute oil for coal as 
a locomotive fuel startled more _ than 
ever the coal men here. 

It is stuted that three and a half bar- 
rels of oil will be as effective as one ton 
of coal. The oil may be bought in large 
quantities at. 20 to 30 cents per barrel, 
while the freight alone on coal to New 
Orleans is $1.25 per ton. So the oil men 
figure a great saving to the western 
roads. For use in manufacturing the oil 
has long since become a substitute for 
coal with many southwestern companies 
of immense proportions. Consequently the 
fear of the coal operators is well-found- 
ed. They are making a great fight, how- 
ever, to have their commodity retained 
and may be successful.

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Lexington, Ky., June 2.—(Specail.)— 
It is stated on good authority that a com- 
bime of the coal mines of eastern Ken- 
tucky will be effected and that capitalists 
put $10,000,000 into the deal. The 
matter is as yet in embryo, and negotia- 
tion are now being carried on through 
Louisville agents looking to a syndicate 
of Chicago and New York capitalists tak- 
ing hold of the matthr.. Options on thou- 
sands of acres of virgin coal lands in the 
eastern part of the state have been se- 
cured, and the mines now in operation 
will be taken into the combine if the 
scheme is carried through. A coal trust, 
therefore, with a capita] stock of $10,000,- 
000, controling all of the principal mines 
in Kentucky, is among the possibilities 
of the immediate future. 

The plan is first to organize a stock 
company with a capital of $2,000,000 and 
take in al! of the principal mines in the 
eastern Kentucky district. Later the 
capital will be increased and other mines 
bought up. The larger mines now in 
operation in the eastern section will be 
worked to their fullest capacity, while 
many of the smaller ones will be closed. 

Kentucky financiers feel a great degree 
of satisfaction in the announcement that 
foreign capital is taking an interest in 
the Kentucky coal fields. This is the un- 
developed section of the state, and it was 
thought that on account of the events of 
the Goebel tragedy and the general un- 
settled condition of the state following 
his assassination foreign capital would be 
driven out of the state. The opinion was 
expressed at the time that the state had 
lost twenty-five years of progress, and 
the indications that this view was not a 
correct one is pleasing to the leading com- 
mercial and business men of the state. 

In the eastern mountainous district 
Kentucky has a supply of coal and iron 
ore as well as mineral wealth in other 
directions, which can place the state in a 
position it has never occupied before in 
the standpoint of industries. The draw- 
back has been the undeveloped character 
of the people and the trouble about land 
titles. Feuds among the people and 
factional disputes where hundreds battled 
on a side are dying out in the mountains, 
and the railroads are playing a great 
part in the civilization of the mountain- 
eer. This district, comprising from twen- 
ty-five to thirty counties, is just getting 
ready for development, and the coal fields 
are the very richest of the many rich 
mineral deposits. The Wayne county oil 
fields are doing a great deal toward draw- 
ing attention of capitalists to this par- 
ticular section of the state, and the oil 
boom, by bringing men into contact with 
the natural resources of the section in 
coal, iron and timber, will have as great 
an influence indirectly as it will in a di- 
rect way. 

Tarvin Creates Sensation. 

The strictures of Judge James P. Tar- 
vin. of the Kenton circuit court on Fed- 
eral Judge Walter Evans, has created a 
sensation throughout the state. The opin- 
ion handed down by Judge _ Tar- 
vin was a sequel to an opin- 
ion of Judge Evans’ court, which disposed 
of a contempt case presented to it on ap- 
peal from Judge Tarvin’s court.. The 
matter grew out of the famous Theodore 
Hallam disbarment proceedings. Hal- 
lam, during the progress of a case which 
he was carrying on in a Cincinnati court, 
replied to the question of the opposing 
counsel that his reason for bringing the 
suit in Cincinnati instead of Covington 
was that the Kentucky courts were cor- 
rupt and that it was impossible to get 
justice there. He made further remarks 
which Judge Tarvin construed as reflect- 
ing on his court, and Hallam was subse- 
quently arraigned and fined for contempt 
of court. Efforts were still later made to 
have him disbarred. He engaged as 
counsel Sidney G. Stricker, a Cincinnati 
lawyer. On the morning set for trial 
of the case Judge Tarvin was absent from 
Covington. Tarvin had telegraphed the 
circuit clerk to postpone all motions and 
cases set for trial, but Stricker itisisted on 
the bar electing a special judge to try his 
client's case, as the Kentucky statutes 
provide. On Tarvin’s return this action 
was construed as contempt of court, and 
Stricker was fined $25. On his refusal to 
pay he was sent to jail. He appealed the 
case to the federal eourt, witb thw result 
that Stricker was discharged. 

When the order was delivered by Judge 
Tarvin satisfying the judgment he en- 
tered into a remarkable. criticism of 
Judge Evans. He charges that the fed- 
eral judge meddled in matters with which 


he had no concern and no jurisdiction in 
order to satisfy personal malice. He 
further accused Judge Evans of having 
forced the jailor of Kenton county to file 
& response to a writ of habeas corpus 
from the federal court, which Judge 
Evans knew was not founded on facts, 
and that he in this way prepared a. réc- 
ord on which to deliver his opinion. In 
eoncluding his opinion, Judge Tarvin 
said: ‘“‘The defendant, Stricker, was ad- 
judged guilty of contempt and paid the 
penalty, and a penalty sufficient in the 
judgment of this court. And, as to him, 
the action of the United States court was 
not material to this court. But no cone 
sideration of comity or of courtesy ought 
to prevail to prevent the statement of 
the facts, and the expression of opinfon 
as to the brutal, unauthorized and vine 
dictive procedure of- said United States 
judge. He ought to learn that courts 
are not established in order to enable 
judges thereof to use them to pursue and 
denounce thoge who may have incurred 
thelr enmity in matters political.” 

He practically accused Judge Evans of 
willful falsehood in the following extract 
from the opinion: ‘“‘Having thus prenvared 
a record as he wanted it, the said judge 
delivered himself of said opinion. There 
is scarcely a word of truth in it from be- 
ginning to end, and it is extremely prob- 
able that the said judge knew this when 
he wrote and delivered it." Judge Evans 
has persistently refused to reply to the 
strictures of Judge Tarvin, but his 
friends have taken up the cudgels for 
him and more developments are looked 
for. 

Double Liability Clause. 

The Kentucky court of appeals_ren- 
dered an important decision when it af- 
firmed the double liability clause of the 
corporation law of the state. The case 
in point was one appealed from the Jef- 
ferson chancery court, it being an ap- 
peal by Frank Sen and the German- 
American Title Company against Solo- 
mon Levy. The court not only held that 
each shareholder was liable to pay twice 
the amount of his holdings for the debts 
of the company, but also for interest 
from the time that the creditors demand- 
ed that they should comply with the pro- 
visions of the statute. In January, 1896, 
Levy purchased from the now defunct 
company five $500 first mortgage real es- 
tate bonds which had been executed to 
the company. It was discovered that the 
bonds were really second mortgages and 
the sale of the pronerty did not realize 
enough to pay the first mortgages. Levy 
then instituted suit against the stock- 
holders and obtained judgment for the 
amount and interest from 18%, which 
judgment was upheld by the court of ap- 
peals. 

University Combine. 

The fight between the Presbyterian in- 
stitutions of the state concluded at Rich- 
mond after the aulmni of that institution 
had remained in session all night wrest- 
ling with the problem whether or not to 
consent to a consolidation. The southern 
Presbyterian church in Kentucky has 
since the war maintained a university at 
Richmond, while the northern branch of 
the church has held to the origina! Center 
college, located at Danville. It was re- 
cently determined to consolidate’ the 
school as Central university was running 
into debt annually. This was done after 
considerable trouble, but the people of 
Richmond and the alumni of Central unt- 
versity objected to the plan. All of the 
endowment of the Richmond institution 
went to the new university and left them 
nothing but a collegiate training school. 
The opposition in the alumni became 
quite strong. and a meeting was held in 
the old college. Strong influence was 
brought to bear on the members, and 
after remaining in session for a day and 
a night it was decided by a very close 
vote that the alumni association would 
interpose no objection. It is now thought 
that the people of Richmond will not fight 
the matter further. 

The Richmond university was estab- 
lished as a direct result of the feeling 
engendered by the. war. The northern 
branch of the church somehow retained 
possession vof the property, although 
southern sympathizers had been the 
largest contributors to the endowment 
fund. The split occurred and an opposi- 
tion college was started, but it lacked 
the prestige of the older school, and 
when factional feeling had died out in 
the course of years, gradually began to 
lose money. 
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AMERICA’S TRADE IN CHINA 


SHOWS A, GREAT GROWTH 


Washington, June 
growing popularity of American cotton 
goods in China is evidenced by some fir- 
ures contained in the report of the foreign 
trade of China for the year 1900, a copy 
of which has recently been received at the 
treasury bureau of statistics. The report 
opens with a discussion of the wonderful 
expansion of China’s foreign trade, and, 
after commenting upon the interruption 
of this growth, due to the unsettled con- 
ditions during the latter half of 1900, sum- 
marizes the principal features of the trade 
as follows: 

‘The close of the decade offers a con- 
venient opportunity for a general review 
of the progress of trade. With some ex- 
ceptions, the trade in cotton piece goods 


has remained practically stationary and in 


some <tems has even fallen off. The ex- 
ceptions are American drills, jeans and 
sheetings, which show a strong advance, 
and cotton flannel, principally American, 
and cotton lastings, which are evident'y 
increasing in favor. English cotton yarn 
has not progressed. while Indian and 
Japanese varns have advanced rapidly. 
Among sundries, candles, clocks and 
watches, analine dyes, window glass, 
paints and rfumery have gradually in- 
creased in demand, while flour, kerousene2 
oil, matches and soap have been imported 
in much larger quantities every year. 

‘‘As regards heavy cotton goods, the 
expansion in American manufactures at 
the expense of British is natural. and 
must be expected to continue. Proximity 
to Chira, cheaper freights and the evi- 
dent cdvantage of using indigenous cot- 
ton are all factors which will contribute 
to the future expansion of the American 
trade.”’ 

Th imports into China have increase1 
steadily and rapidly during the decade, 
increasing from 127,093,491 taels in 18% to 
264,748,456 teels in 1899, and continuing this 
rate of increase up to the middle of 1304, 
follow:1ig which date there was a marked 
contraction in the volume of trade corse- 
quent upor the unsettled condition of the 
country. Even with this setback, the ira- 
ports in 1900 amounted to 211,070,422 Haik- 
war taels, a sum in excess of anv pre- 
vious year save in 1899. The share of the 
United States in this growing trade is 
gratifying. In 1895 we supplied less than 
3 rer cent of the imports into China: in 
1980 we supplied nearly 8 per cent. This 
growth is the more remarkable when it 
is remembered that American goods for 
the most part reached China at the port 
of Shanghai and are thence redistributed 
through the ports of New Chwang. Tien 
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Tsin and Chefoo,. located in the section 
most largely affected by the recent 
troubles. These three ports sustain the 
loss of over 50 per cent in their 1900 im- 
pert trade, as agairst the loss o¢ only 
«bout 20 per cent for China as a whole, 

Some idea as to the future of American 
eotton goods in the markets of China, 
with the restorations of normal conli- 
tions, may be obtained by the citation of a 
few representative items in this line of 
manufactures. In 1895 the importation of 
American drills into China amounted to 
518,402 pieces; in 1899, to 1,626,107 pieces. 
Of American sheetings the imports int2 
China in 1895 amounted to 762,095 pieces; 
in 1899. to 3,975,903 pieces. Of American 
jeans, the imports in 1895 were 21,795 
pieces; in 1899, 126,303 pieces, and in 1%), 
137,36€ pleces. Of the cotton drills im- 
rorted into China in 1900, amounting to 
1,024,634 pieces, 805,892 pieces were Amer- 
ican: and of the cotton sheeting imported 
in 1800, aggregating 2,962,876 pieces, 2.312,494 
pieces were American—the proportion of 
Americen in each case being in 1900 abuvut 
80 per cent, as against 70 per cent of the 
drills and §& per cent of the sheetings iin- 
ported in 1895. 

China has somewhat decreased her irt- 
portations of kerosene oil since 1898; those 
of the American being 50,084,015 gallons in 
1898. 40.724,989 gallons in 1899 and 34,427,112 
gallons in 1900: of Russian, 19.926,246 gai- 
lons in 1898, 35,695,116 gallons in 1899 and 32,- 
708,775 gallons in 1900; and of Sumatram, 
26,871,£65 gallons in 1898, 11,993,202 gallons 
in 1899 and 16,424,155 gallons in 1896.

The Clergyman Will Be Buried at 


Shelbyville, Ky. 
MANY ACCOMPANIED BODY 


News of Death Affects Baptist Peo- 
ple Everywhere. 


WANY TELEGRAMS ARE RECEIVED 


Atlanta Friends of Family Especially 
Kind to Those Who Are So 
Sadly Bereaved. 


Yesterday afternoon the body of Dr. T. 
H. Kerfoot was removed from the city 
and taken to Shelbyville, Ky., where the 
interment will take place at 10 o’clock 
this morning. 

Contrary to previous announcement a 
short but beautiful and tender servicé 
was held at the residence of Mr. Edward 
White, where Dr. Kerfoot has resided, 
just before the body was taken to the 
train. This was done at the request of 
a number of Atlanta friends who could 
not leave the city and who wished to take 
part in the funeral services over the de- 
parted clergyman. The fvullowing mem- 
bers of the home mission board of the 
Southern Baptist convention, of which 
Dr. Kerfoot was the corresponding secre- 
tary, acted as pallbearers and conducted 
the body to the train: A. D. Adair, John 
M. Green, Walker Dunson, George Hill]- 
yer, B. F. Abbott, S. D. Jones, Cr~A. 
Davis and J. J. Maddox. An honorary es- 
cort consisting of the following members 
of the board, Dr. W. W. Landrum, presi- 
dent; Rev. M. M. Welch, recording sec- 
retary; Dr. I. T. Tichenor, secretary 
emeritus, and Dr. E. L. Connally, accom- 
panied the body to Shelbyville, <s cid 
Rev. John E. White, pastor of the Second 
Baptist church, of which Dr. Kerfoot 
Was a member, and the tamily of Dr. 
Kerfoot, consisting of Mrs. Kerfoot and 
his only children, Branch Kerfoot and 
Miss Nellie Kerfoot, 

Throughout the city regret at the death 
of Dr. Kerfoot has been expressed end a 
large number of friends of the doctor and 
of the family have called at the home to- 
day. Dr. Kerfoot was known ad be- 
loved by Baptists all over the south, and 
telegrams have been received from eimost 
every city in the south offering sympathy 
to the bereaved family. The Second Bap- 
tist church of this city, of which Dr. Ker- 
foot was a member, today passed resolu- 
tions as to his death, which appear in this 
issue. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

The following resolutions on the déath 

of Dr. Kerfoot were adopted by a rising 


vote at the Second Baptist church on

“In the death of Dr. F. H. Kerfoot this 
church suffers in common with its sister 
churches of the southern Baptist conven- 
tion in the loss of a noble servant of God, 
whose counsel and fellowship will be 
sorely missed.

The denomina- 
tion to which he gave unstinted service 
throughout a period of nearly thirty years 
will never have a more earnest, de- 
voted and aggressive leader. It was his 
faith: it is our faith that God makes no 
mistakes. His providences aré inscruta- 
ble. but His love never fails. Dr, Ker- 
foot is no stranger in heaven. Already 
have Broadus, Boyce, Manly and Harris, 
his fellow laborers and sufferers for our 
seminary, with the company of those to 
whom as pastor he mimistered in death, 
pressed about the gates to welcome him 
to the presence of his Lord.

He was in the very act 
of protecting the people of the city, Shall 
his poor wife and little children be left 
destitute? I know they will not when 
the people of this city know the true 
state of the case. Atlanta has ever been 
ready to help when other communities 
have been visited by sickness or disaster 
without being called upon. Now here 
is a case in our 6wn midst that appeals 
as strongly as human appeal could be 
made for help. 

“I ask the people both as a citizen 
and as a member af the police board to 
come forward at once with their mite. 
Let everybody give something, no mat- 
ter how small. All the banks in the 
city can open subscription lists, as can 
the stores and public offices. The money 
raised can be placed with trustees and 
the interest can be used to aid that poor 
woman to raise her chi'dren. 

‘*‘We have a good police force. At least 
seventy-five per cent of the men are hon- 
est Christians, faithful in the performance 
of their duties. There is not ev2n a taint 
of cowardice charged against cne of 
them and Officer DeBray showed how true 
and brave these men are when he went 
after th enerro who had fired upon him. 
There i8 not a taint of corruption in the 
department. When men have shown 
themselves liable to drink too much they 
have been summarily dismissed from the 
force. The policemen are doing their 
duty, And now we have one murdered 
on the streets, and hig family is left to 
suffar unless the people who appreciate 
police protection come forward and help 
them. It wili encourage others and will 
show, as nothing else can, that their ser- 
vices are appreciated. I trust and hope 
that every person in the city who is 
able to give a contribution, no matter how 
small, will do so at once. It is as worthy 
a case as charity can ever be called upon 
to aid.” .

Benjamin Williams, one of the old res- 
idents of Atlanta, died yesterday after- 
noon shortly after 5 o'clock at his home, 
127 Alexander street.

Mr. Williams was born in Wilkes coun- 
ty, in 1812. He afterward moved to Meri- 
wether county, where he spent his boy- 
hood. He moved to Atlanta in 1868. Mr. 
Williams was a life-long Methodist, hav- 
ing joined the chureh when he was a 
mere boy. 

The funeral will be conducted this af- 
ternoon at 1 o’clock from Payne's Me- 
morial church. After the exercises at 
the church the body will be removed to 
Mayson’s church on the river road, where 
the interment will take place in the family 
burying ground. 

Though Mr. Williams had never been 
engaged in business in Atlanta, he had 
hundreds of friends here and throughout 
the state who will learn of his death 
with sincere sorrow. 


RAILWAY NOTES. 


Some of the leading wholesale mer- 
chants in New York who are interested 
in southern trade have raised a strong 
protest against the alleged discrimina- 
tion made against New York city by the 
railroads when the Buffalo exposition 
rates were made. They claim that none 
of the rates from the south to Buffalo 
are as favorable via New York as are 
being offered over other routes. This 
fact they assert will cause them to lose 


men who go to Buffalo from the south 
will be merchants who intend to pur- 
chase goods while in New York, but if 
their tickets can be procured cheaper 
by other routes they will not go to New 
York. The New Yerk merchants claim 
that all tickets, straight and excursion, 
which are offered at southern points to 
the Pan-American are sold only via 
Washington and Philadelphia, not 
through New York in either direction. 

George H. Daniels, general passenger 
agent of the New York Central, said 
when this matter was called to his at- 
tention: ‘‘We can’t help it. The nat- 
ural route to Buffalo from. southern 
points, say in Virginia and the Carolinas, 
is via Washington. It is a much more 
roundabout trip via New York city. We 
certainly can’t change the topography of 
the country so as to make the distance 
via New York the same as over the di- 
rect line via Washington. We are now 
offering rates from New York to the 
Pan-American at Buffalo lower than 
ever before, and if the merchants iff the 
south or in other sections desire to come 
here, they can reach New York by 
steamboat or otherwise and then avail 
themselves of the low rates to Buffalo 
from this city.’’ 


It is stated on seemingly good authori- 
ty that D. B. Martin, passenger traffic 
manager of the Baltimore and Ohio, will 
tender his resignation at the next meet- 
ing of the board’of managers, and it is 
understood that the position will be fill- 
ed by taking one of the passenger offi- 
cials off the Pennsylvania. In fact, the 
position has already been offered to 
George W. Boyd, assistant general pas- 
senger agent: of the Pennsylvania, but 
he prefers to remain in his present posi- 
tion. The position has now, it is stated, 
been offered to E. A, Ford, general pas- 
senger agent of the Pennsylvania lines 
west, and he has the offer under consid- 
eration. Should he accept, F. Van Du- 
sen, chief assistant general passenger 
agent, will likely be promoted to Mr. 
Ford’s present position. 


The directorates of several of the Van- 
derbilt railroads met at the Grand Cen- 
tral depot, at New York, Friday. The 
most important action taken at any of 
the meetings was the re-election of Wil- 
liam H. Newman as president of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Rail- 
way Company and the election of W. C. 
Brown, late general manager of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, as addi- 
tional vice president and general man- 
ager of both the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern and the Lake Brie and 
Western railroads. It had been antici- 
pated that, in view of Mr. Newman's el- 
evation to the presidency of the New 
York Central, a successor to him on the 
Lake Shore would be chosen, and sev- 
eral names were suggested in connection 
with the succession. The action finally 
taken is regarded as an indication that 
the policy of the Vanderbilts in future 
will be to have but one president for 
their entire system, with a vice president 
in charge of the several properties com- 
posing it.

STATE ARE NAMED 


| 
To Represent State in Adjusting Rail- 
road Tax Returns. 


CLAY CONFERS WITH WRIGHT 


Effort Being Made To Arrange Plant 
System’s Returns, 


RETURNS OF F. C. & P. ADJUSTED 


Savannah Street Railroads Have 
Been Asked To Amend Their 
Tax Returns. 


—— eee 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 
just appointed arbitrators to represent the 
state in several cases of disputed tax re- 
turns made by railroads. 

Hon. Pope Brown, of the railroad com- 
mission, wiil represent the state in the 
arbitrations over the returns of the Geor- 
gia Northern, the Valdosta Southern and 
the South Georgia railroads, and Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson will] represent the 
State in the case of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida. In the latter case only the 
valuation of the road's real estate in 
Macon is at issue, It is made impera- 
tive by law that the comptroller general 
appoint a member of the railroad com- 
mission to represent the state in these ar- 
bitrations. 

W. L. Clay, of Savannah, attorney for 
the Plant system, went over the returns 
of that property with the comptroller 
feneral, but no fina) agreement was 
reached, It will be remembered that the 
comptroller genera), basing his action 
on figures given hjm by the city assess- 
ors of. Savannah, is demanding 
higher valuations on the real ¢s- 
tate and Wharf property of the 
Plant system in Savannah, Mr. Clay 
took the figures as given him by the 
comptroller general back to Savannah 
and will confer with the Officials of the 
road before a final answer is given. 

The comptroller genera) has refused to 
accept the returns made by the street 
railway companies of Savannah until they 
are amended or a satisfactory explanation 
is given. There are two street railroads 
in Savannah, but they are under the same 
management, The Savannah, Thunderbolt 
and Isle of Hope returned its property at 
& total] of $144,000, and the City and Sub- 
urban at $151,000. The figures furnished 
the comptroller general by the Savannah 
assessors place a considerably higher val- 
uation on the real estate of the companies 
than was given, the difference being 
something like $25,000. Captain Wright 
wants the returns amended to conform to 
these figures, or he wants some good rea- 
son why they should not be changed. 

A satisfactory settlement has been ef- 
fected with the Florida Central and Pe- 
ninsular railroad, now a part of the Sea- 
board system, This road, having 136 miles 
in Georgia from Savannah to the Florida 
line, was originally recurned at $7,000 per 
mile. The road has agreed to increase the 
returns to $8,500 per mile, and this re- 
turn is satisfactory to the comptroller 
general and will be .accepted.

DISEASE CONVEYED BY FLIES. 


Medical Officers Directed To Place 
Nets Over Patients. 


Washington, June 23.—Surgeon General 
Wyman has issued a general circular to 
medical officers of the marine hospital 
service calling special attention to the 
importance of insects as factors in con- 
veying diease. The circular says there 
is no longer doubt as to the relation of 
the mosquito to malarial diseases and 
to filariasis. ‘‘According to Simond,”’ it 
says, ‘‘plague is transmitted from the 
rat to man by the fiea.”’ 

The infection of typhoid fever and to 
a certain extent choiera may be con- 
veyed by files. Medical officers are di- 
rected to ess mosquito nettings ever 
the beds of patients suffering with com- 
municable diseases. Hospitals are to be 
thoroughly protected by fly screens at 
all openings, particular attention bein 
paid to the kitchen, dining room an 
protection of the food. Sulphur fumiga- 
tion is given ag the best method of kill- 
ing insects in a large room.

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Yesterday morning the large and hand- 
some new Presbyterian church, located at 
the corner of Peachtree street and North 
avenue known as the North Avenue Pres- 
byterian church, was dedicated, the ser- 
mon of the occasion being delivered by 
Rev. Dr. Benjamin M. Palmer, of New 
The congregation present was 
quite a large one and the seating capacity 
of the church was taxed to its fullest.ex- 
tent. Before the hour for the opening of 
the services every seat in the building 
was filled and bubsequently numbers 
found places for themselves in the rooms 
and passages surrounding the main hall 
of the building. 

Dr. Palmer though eighty-four years old 
appears to be much younger, and in clear- 
ness of thought and in strength and 
smoothness of voice his age is greatly con- 
cealed. 

The exercises were opened with the sing- 
ing of the doxology by the choir and con- 
gregation, after which the opening prayer 
was offered by Rev. R. F. Eakes, one 
of the Methodist ministers of the city. 
This was followed by the song, ‘Holy, 
Holy, Holy,’’ which was led by the Sab- 
bath school. After the announcements the 
scripture lesson, consisting of the sixth 
chapter of Second Chronicles, was read 
and prayer offered by the pastor, Rev. 
Richard Orme Flinn. The song, “I Love 
Thy Kingdom,’’ was followed by the offer- 
ing, which was quite a large one, as it 
was made in response to an appeal to 
raise a sufficient amount to meet a small 
indebtedness which is still held against 
the church. 

Dr. Palmer opened his sermon without 
introduction and took his text from the 
second chapter of Ephesians: “And gave 
Him to be head over-all the church which 
is His body and which filleth all in all.’’ 
He devoted some time to the discussion 
of the word fullness, as .used in severai 
passages’ which were quoted; and said 
that the word gained strength from its 
very indefiniteness. The meaning of the 
word as relating to Christ is shown in 
Colossians ii: ‘The fullness of the God- 
head dwelleth in Him,” and in i, 20: “And 
it pleased the Father that in Him all 
fullness should dwell.’”’ 

.“The mystery of the Godhead,” said Dr. 
Palmer, ‘‘is partially explained by these 
passages in that herein it is stated that 
the Son receives this fullness from the 
Father. Since in Christ dwells the full- 
ness of the Godhead, by His-death was 
made full expiation for the sins of the 
whole world. In Christ the human was 
always subordinate to the divine. He 
was the law and by His death the law 
was vindicated, If by Christ’s death sal- 
vation for men was not provided then this 
suffering and passion of the Master was 
all in vain since it could accompiish no 
other purpose. A great many people fail 
to receive this salvation because they fall 
to recognize any righteousness higher 
than their own.”’ 

The speaker then took up the meaning 
of the word fullness as applied to the 
chureh, meaning the glory of the church 
through the fullness of Christ. 

“The church is glorious,’”’ he continued, 
“in that she is the complement of Christ— 
Christ the head, the church the body. Sin 
can only be removed by being hidden and 
removed from sight forever. This was 
done by the death of Christ. By His suf- 
fering and by His grace we are provided 
for in our every temptation, sorrow or 
bereavement. Men are justified through 
the righteousness of Christ.

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According to appointment for the day 
by the Atlanta district conference, Rév. 
Young, J. Allen, for upward of forty 
years Methodist missionary to China, oc- 
cupied the puinit at the First Methodist 
church yesterday during the morning

The sermon was an interesting one, 
dealing as it did with the religious prob- 
lem of the east. He contended that it 
was right and proper to send young men 
and women. to China to work among 
the lower classes, but he also voiced the 
sentiment that some of those who were 
sent as missionarf&s. should work among 
the higher classes. 

It was among the gentry of the country 
that he looked for the most good. The 
emperor, he said, had already become in- 
terested in the Christian religion, and 
if the nobility could be brought to ac- 
cept the faith of Christ, then he thought 
it only a question of time when the bal- 
ance of that vast empire would be con- 
verted. 

A part of Dr. Allen’s text was fr 
St. Matthew, xxviii, 19-20 :‘Go ye, Psi 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost; teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you, and lo, I am with you always, even 
an ee end of the world.”

Life in any department 
must be dull without the social side—the 
least developed the most unattractive, No 
person, no community, ro church can 
prosper long, if at all, with no s¢cial 
feature manifest.

He 
longs for the friendship of the world, He 
is lonely without friends. 

“Friends, has it cver occurr2d to you 
that this doctrine needs to be emphasized 
at home?

QUALIFIED VOTERS IN THE 
PHARMACY BOARD FIGHT 


. 


There has been some inquiry on the part 
of friends of the candidates for appoint- 
ment to the coming vacancy on the state 
board of pharmacy as to just who are 
entitled to vote in the little primary which 
Governor Candler is conducting in order 
to determine which of the two candidates 
will be most acceptable to the State Phar- 


maceutical Association. 

The inquiry is accompanied by the 
charge that some of those on the rolls 
of the association are in arrears with 
their dues to such an extent as to debar 
them, practically, from the privileges vf 
the association. Those who make this 
charge claim that the class referred to 
are not members of the association, and 
are not, therefore, entitled to vote. 

That there may be no misunderstanding 
on this point, Governor Candler was asked 
about the matter yesterday, 

“*WWhen I decided upon this plan,’ said 
the governor, ‘‘I wrote to the secretary 
of the State Pharmaceutical Association 
for a list of its members, all of whom are 
presumed to be licensed pharmacists of 
the state. He sent me that list contain- 
ing about 320 names, and I mailed a copy 
of the circular with ballot attached to 
each one of these. The secretary’s List 
is presumed, of course, to be correct, and 
I cannot go back of it. I cannot ques- 


tion the Hst, nor shall,I receive a yote 
from anyone who is not upon it.” 

This will settle all dispute on that point. 
The voting will be done by those whose 
names appear on the list sent the gov- 
ernor by Secretary C. T. King, of the as- 
sociation. Governor Candler, of course, 
cannot and will not inquire whether this 
man or that man is a member in good 
standing; the fact that his name appears 
on the secretary’s list is prima facie evi- 
dence, so far as the governor is concerned, 
that the party in question is a member in 
good standing. 

Most of the ballots, it is understood, 
have been received, but all that can be 
said is that the race is a close one. Gov- 
ernor Candler expects that every member 
of the association will have been heard 
from within the next two or three days. 

He has not decided whether he will 
make the appointment as soon as the vot- 
ing is concluded. There is no present 
necessity for it as there is no vacancy 
on the board and will not be until the ex- 
piration of the term of Dr. George F. 
Payne about November Ist. 

The governor adopted this plan, as has 
been stated in The Constitution, because 
he saw there was no possible chance of 
a settlement being reached between the 
two candidates—Dr. H. H. Arrington, of 
Rome, and Dr. Payne, of Atlanta, and 
their friends.

God cannot always 
wait on man's perverseness. 

“Men have fallen under the wrath of 
God when mercy has-been abused. Cities 
have been doomed and damned because

“Echoes from the Jubilee” was the 
sxbject of the meeting at the Young Men’s 
Christian Association yesterday after- 
noon, and those who attended the recent 
jubilee convention in Boston delivered 
brief addresses, giving their impressions 
of the great gathering. 

President E. H. Thornton, who was one 
of the delegates from the Atlanta Young 
Men’s Christian Association, was chosen 
second vice president of the jubilee con- 
vention, and presided on Friday and Sat- 
urday, the closing days. Mr. Thornton 
gave an interesting talk to the large au- 
dience of young men who gathered at 
yesterday’s meeting. 

Mr. Thornton spoke of the magnitude of 
the conventiow, and the fact that dele- 
gates had gathered there from all parts 
of the world, representiny tranches of the 
association in ten or a dozen foreign coun- 
tries. The one great idea that impressed 
itself on his mind, he said, was that the 
Christian denominations of the earth have 
entrenched themselves behind ‘the Young 
Men’s Christian Association and will use 
it to evangelize the world. The mightiest 
power in the world today, he said, is 
found in the young men, and upon them 
much depends. Those sent out by the 
churches are accomplishing a great work. 

There is more dependent on the young 
men of the south, Mr. Thornton said, than 
those of any other section of the coun- 
try today. The development of our 
wonderful resources and great natural 
riches will place in their hands a mighty 
power, and they must know how to handle 
it in a Christian spirit. 

While in Boston Mr. Thornton attended 
a dinner given to about sixty of the dele- 
gates by the son of Sir George Williams, 
of London, who organized the Young 
Men’s Christian Association fifty-four 
years ago. Sir George Williams could 
not be present on account of his age, 
so he sent his son.

SEVERAL COUNTIES 


Will Considerably Reduce Amount To 
Be Paid Teachers. 


WILL GET ONLY 75 PER CENT 


About $38,000 To Be Deducted from 
; Amount Available. 


CHECKS MAY BE SENT OUT WEDNESDAY 


Delay Is Due to the Necessity of De- 
termining Just What These 
Balances Amount To. 


There will be further delay in making 
the payments to the schoo! teachers of 
the state, and the amount to be paid them 
will be only 75 instead of 80 per cent, as 
was first thought. 

The trouble grows out of the fact that 
there is about $38,000 in balances due dif- 
ferent counties in the state on their pro 
rata of the school] fund, which they have 
“not yet drawn, and they are entitled to 
draw this money at any time they see fit. 

For this reason it will be necessary to 
deduct this $38,000 from the $263,000 which 
the governor provided by borrowing $200,- 
000 for the purpose of paying the teachers. 
This will leave about $225,000, which is just 
about 75 per cent of the amount due the 
teachers for their second month's work. 

The delay is due to the fact that the 
exact amount of these balances is not 
«nown, and this must be determined be- 
fore the payments can be made. These 
figures cannot be secured from the treas- 
urer’s books until Monday, so the pay- 
ments cannot be made before Wednesday 
or Thursday. It will take at least two 
days for the state school commissioner 
to prepare the applications and for the 
governor to get the warrants ready. The 
treasurer's checks, therefore, will be is- 
sued and mailed about Wednesday. 

In addition to this second month’s pay, 
three-fourths of which will be sent to the 
teachers this week, the state is due them 
$300,000 for another month’s teaching. 
State School Commissioner Glenn says 
that in most of the counties it is found 
more convenient to do three months’ 
teaching in the spring and two in the fall. 
The custom has been, however, to pay 
them for only two months in the spring 
and for three in the fall when the taxes 
come in. 

The payment this week will make a to- 
tal of about $525,000 that has been paid 
the teachers this year, so that by the time 
the legislature meets and begins to grap- 
ple with the question, the balance of the 
money will be due, amounting to nearly 
$1,000.000.

NEW INDUSTRIES ARE ENDLESS 


Novelties, Cheap Hardware, Paper 
Mills and Oil Well Supplies 
Can Be Turned Out. 


’ 


Baltimore, Md., June 23.—(Special.)— 
Though the Birmingham district in Ala- 
bama is a splendid example of southern 
industrial progress, no one who has stud- 
ied the situation there believes that the 
limit of its possibilities has yet been ap- 
proached. In this week’s Manufacturers’ 
Record Mr. C. F. Z. Caracristi emphasizes 
the fact that there are industries pre- 
eminently adapted to the Birmingham 
district which can come only as by-issues 
of others. Among them he suggests the 
manufacture of novelties and cheap hard- 
ware, paper mills and the manufacture of 
oil well supplies, farming implements on 
a large scale, automobiles, traction en- 
gines, locomotives for the Spanish-Amer- 
ican markets, mining and quarrying ma- 
chinery, petroleum-burning devices, car- 
pets, etc. He contends that there is no 
reason why Alabama should not supply 
the rails and equipments for transporta- 
tion lines in Latin-American countries to 
the vast empires of neglected wealth and 
territories toward which capital must 
turn. He says that there is a demand 
aside from iron and steel for 5,000,000 tons 
of coal a year in South America alone, 
and that the coal possibilities of the 
Birmingham region are far beyond the 
conception of ordinary human compre- 
hension. He suggests in connection with 
the fuel resources there the utilization in 
making steam of the volatile substances 
escaping in the conversion of coal into 
coke, the use of fine screenings from the 
washers, more attention to the making of 
briquettes in connection with the resid- 
uum of petroleum, and says: 

“Besides coal, an examination of the 
geological structure uround Birmingham 
has convinced me that in the subcar- 
boniferous sandstones. underlying the 
shales in Shade vaHey and beyond Leeds 
there exist unquestionable evidences of 
natural gas, and that most probably pe- 
troleum may be encountered in more or 
less quantity. If either gas or petroleum 
be found in this region they. will be of 
superior quality and especially low in sul- 
‘phur. As is to be expected, the first few 
wells drilled in this territory may prove, 
failures, but that does not prove the non- 
existence of natural gas and oil.’’ 

While the borings for oil are being made 
in Alabama, Louisiana, Florida, Virginia 
and elsewhere in the south, in conse- 
quence of the Beaumont development, the 
cotton mill industry, which was a leader 
in destroying erroneous. notions about 
southern potentialities in manufacturing, 
continues to show vigor. The promoters 
of another cotton factory at Newberry, 
S. C., have obtained a charter for a com- 
pany of $200,000 capital, and ‘will take im- 
mediate steps to award a contract for 
both building and machinery, so that the 
plant may be ready for operation in the 
minimum time. The entire mill, which 
will probably have 100,000 spindles, will 
be constructed and equipped after the 
latest and best ideas of mill engineering, 
and its output will be a grade of fine cot- 
ton cloth not heretofore manufactured at 
the south. Plans and specifications for a 
weaving and dyeing plant for the new 
mill to be established at Huntsville, Ala., 
have been completed and bids on the 
buildings are being received. Contract 
has been’ let for a two-story, 580x170 feet 
building for a knitting mill at Lafayette, 
Ga. Extensive improvements, including 
the addition of 5,184 spindles and 152 looms 
have been decided upon for the Avondale 
mills, of Birmingham, and the construc- 
tion of the, necessary. additional buildings 
has begun. The Statesville, N. C., cotton 
mills has contracted for an. additional 
building 50x120 feet.and two stories high, 
to accommodate a doubling of its spindle 
equipment. The . Buffalo cotton mills, 
near Union, 8. C., are rapidly approach- 
ing completion. he main builc ing has 
been entirely completed, and about all the 
machinery is in position except the looms, 
and these will be installed soon. Twelve 
motors will distribute the electric power 
for turning the textile and other machin- 
ery. One hundred and twenty-five opera- 
tives’ houses have en constructed, each 
located on a lot with front lawn and rear 
yard.
